Wblle testing powder for penetmtlon by means of the “ force 
Range,” I have seTeral times noticed that an increase In charge 
of powder was not followed bj Increase of penetration as marked 
by the gange; and at other times a powder known to possess more 
strength than another sample has not scored so well In penetra¬ 
tion as the weaker sample. The same thing baa eery likely been 
noticed by others using the force gauge. To Investigate the 
cause of these seemingly contradictory results, I Instituted a 
series of experiments; and, thinking the results may prove Inter¬ 
esting, I am sending you results of some of the shooting. 

Now, the force marked on Tht PUd force gauge Is due to the 
velocity with which the shots strike the plate, as so well ex¬ 
plained In the letter of vonr correspondent “ T.” In your Issue of

I have copied out a few characteristic ones. 


I may mention that the surface of the cylinder moved at the 
rate of about five feet per second, and the diagrams are reduced 
to quarter size. With a more elaborate arrangement it would be 
possible to measure the time between the Orst and last arrivals of 
pellets at the plate by the length of the line drawn while the plate 
is kept In vibration by the arrivals In succession. 

Disgram 1 is produced by loading such as No. 2 In table; dia¬ 
gram 2 by loading such as No. 9; diagram 8 by loading such as 
No. 15; and diagram 4 by loading such as No. 16. These repre¬ 
sent st^y shooting, when the pellets strike on the plate all to¬ 
gether, and produce a steady run up of the pointer and recoil. 
Diagrams 6, 6, 7, and 8 represent shooting with loads such as 
Nos. 4, 8, 19, and 18 respectively, giving fairly good results, but 
not such penetration as they should, because all the pellets do 
not reach the plate together, and the late arrivals produce the 
vibratory motion of the marker. Diagrams 9 and 10 represent 
loads such as Nos. 19 and 22 respectively, and are good samples, 
9 of rather wild, and 10 of very wild shooting.

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May 10. But it affects the result very materially whether the 
night of pellets strike the plate and communicate to It their 
momentum at the same Instant, or whether they arrive In detach¬ 
ments, and (as the plate held by a spring is ever ready to 
rebound after the blow) waste much of their momentum in over¬ 
coming the rebound of the spring after the blow from the pre¬ 
vious detachment. And this, I think, constitutes an important 
point to be welcomed In the force gauge; for testing by It, 
wild shots have no chance, and strong shots which would proba¬ 
bly put several pellets right through a forty-Sve-sheet pad, but 
leave the remainder sticking In the middle, are nowhere with the 
gauge In comparison with steadily propelled charges which reach 
the plate simultaneously. 

In the letter from T. of May 10, the velocity of the pellets on 
striking the plate la calculated at 502 feet per second for the 12- 
bores. ‘‘Experiment” is quoted as making the mean velocity, 
by personal observation, 600 feet per second. By putting the 
force gauge In circuit with a Boulenge chronograph I have Uken 
the exact mson velocities of several loads at forty yards distance; 
the mean velocities will of course be more than the striking vs- 
locity, as the pellets are constantly losing momentum. The ve¬ 
locities recorded also are the mean velocities of the fastest shot 
only, vis.: the one that touches the plate first and breaks con¬ 
tact. To estimate the velocities of the succeeding shots by chro¬ 
nographs would require extensive appliances not at my command. 
But it Is sufficient for the present purpose to take the mean ve¬ 
locity of the shots that arrive first at the target; and the average 
speed from a 18-bore, with 8 drs. powder and It os. shot. Is about 
880 feet per second. With steady shooting the penetration given 
by the force gauge corresponds with the velocity; but with wild 
or scattered shooting the penetration falls off considerably from 
the degree yon would expect from the registered velocity of that 
shot I append tables of series of sboU of various lo^ and 
powdera, and methods of loading, giving penetration and velocity 
produced by same shot at same time. I have taken two of each 
for correction. To take some of the examples: Nos. 8 and 4 
give higher velocity than 1 and 9, as you would expect from us- 
Ing ^dr. more powder, but they do not equal by a long way the 
penetration of the leas charge, because the larger charge scat¬ 
ters too much, or sends the shot up too unevenly from this gun 
to score well. Compare 5 and 6 iritb 1 and 9. 'The finer grain 
black powder gives stronger shooting than the No. 4, as Is evl- 
denced by the much higher velocity; hot the penetration does 
not mark so high, showing the finer is not so suited to the gun. 
Nos. 7 imd 8 give higher In both respects than 5 and 6, but not 
so much increase In penetration as In velocity. With ^hnltze‘a 
2) drs. (9 and 10) the shot must have gone op quite together to 
produce the good penetration, though having only such compar¬ 
atively poor velocity. The throe couples 18 and 14, 15 and 16, 
17 and 18, represent three methods of turning over the case- 
well tnrn^ over, slightly, or not at all. ' 

It is a well-knowo fact that velocity with Schultse Is Increased 
by Incresslng the turning over up to a certain extent, at the ex¬ 
pense of getting more scattered shooting. This Is horns out en¬ 
tirely by tliesej three examples. The well turned over gives far 
better velocity, but not such good penetration ns the not turned 
over at all; whUe the sllghUy turned over occupy a middle posi¬ 
tion. (Ergo, to insure steadiness of shooting, don’t turn over too 
much of the case.) The 8f]rs. in 17 and 18 give great velocity, 
and very fair penetration; but the penetration is almost squall 
by the pravlons ooupls with far less velocity. 19 and 90 are 
loaded for bard driving and yield high velocity, but not much 
penetration In comparison. 91 and 99 were purposely loaded to 
produce wild ahota, and show their loading by the hl^ velocity 
and wretched penetration. 

To make the acUon of “ scattered " sboU on the pUte plain at 
a glance, I fitted up a revolving cylinder marked by a pencil, act- 
nated by the pointer arm of the foroe^gauge, so that any vlbnir 
tloa cansad by the s n ocessivs arrlvalaoi scattered shots might be 
ra g l stsrnd In a plain manner. The disgrama produoed show the 
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• Velocity give" the mceu velocity for 40 yards, in feel per second. 

t Nos. 31 and 33 were loaded carelessly, purposely to get as wild shoot¬ 
ing as I could. 

A comparison of these cylinder shots with the corresponding 
choke shots shows the vrioeUy from the cylinder to be not Infe¬ 
rior to that from choke-bore—Indeed,with Curtis and Harvey’s No. 
4 we get superior velocity with the cylinder; with Bchulta the choke 
gives the greater velocity. But the scattered manner In which the 
cylinder shots reach the 10 In. plate tells greatly against them In 
penetration. Only In one tingle Instance do they equal the cor¬ 
responding choke (No. 26—1’96, No. 4—r94). 

As will be anticipated, the curves produced by the cylinder gun 
an far more Irrsgular and more deviating from a steady line than 
the curvas produced by a choke gun. The cylinder curves all 
resemble curves 9 and 10; and some are even mon uneven In 
appeanaoe than those. Hence a cylinder gun may give to a few of 
the pellets as great a velocity as a choke does, but only to a few 
comparatively—the average falling short by a oonsiderabla de¬ 
gree. I am, of course, speaking of an ordinary cylinder gun, 
nothing spedal, but such as would pass ss a fairly good shooting 
gnn. What a specially prepared cylinder might ^remains to be 
proved. 
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Fig. 1 represents the cylinder and Its motive power attached to 
the force gauge,which la bolted on to the target, a la supporting 
beam, carrying the cylinder and the supports to It; .B Is the re¬ 
volving cylinder made of polished yew wood; 0 Is the clockwork 
driving the cylinder; B the little fan to regulate the speed; if the 
sheetiron apron In front of all to protect from shot. 

Fig. 9 represents end view of cylinder and marking pencil. The 
pencil of graphite slides In a tube AT, and Is pressed against the 
cylinder B by a spring o, thus maintaining equal pressure. The 
surface of the cylinder la coated with oil paint, which allows the 
pencil to travel over It without much friction, and marks very 
distinctly. 

Fig. 8 shows reverse side of cylinder (the brass plate of gange 
Is supposed to be removed). P Is the pointer arm carrying the 
pencil; B the cylinder, on which I have drawn a curve as It ap¬ 
pears when marked by a shot ( m, m, m) In direction of arrow.

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The last two shots (Noe. 81 and 89) are.results of trials made 
with the endeavor to measure the velocity of the slower pellets 
from a cylinder gun. Judging that the fowrat pellets In a pattern 
were the ones most likely to be the weakest In penetrative force, I 
adjusted the gauges so as to catch the outermost low pellets of 
the charge on the 10 in. plate. The results are that the velocity 
of these weaker ones lags behind that of the central ones of the 
shot by about 140 feet per second, giving only 738 and 717 against 
855 and 871. Owing to the closeness of the choke pattern, it Is 
not easy to take the outer shots separately In this way from a choke 
bore.

snap-mackerel " are aleo ahared by other Bebes In eueb a man¬ 
ner that In order to know what a Bahennan meana by the com¬ 
mon namea of many of oar flabea It la neceaeary to know where 
he balls from. This evil la not conBned to the Babca named bat 
extends to most of our coeat flsbee to that^lt Is the role, the only 
exceptions which now occar to as are the inackerel, drum, iheepe- 
head (tbit la also applied to a wurtblesa freah water Bsh of- the 
great lakea), ewor^ab, thad, eel, sturgeoiu, the tharke and eal- 
moD, which latter name Is alio mlaappmprlated for other freeb 
water species as the ” pike-percb,” StiioittdUm. 

This coofuaed nomenclatare Is a favorite subject of ours and 
we love to hammer at It and show Its abeurditlea and compare It 
to an animal wbich might be known aa a “ hone " In one state 
while In the neighboring one It could be a ” mouse*' or a "goat” 
while the people of a third might mix the three namee In a bat 
and apply them to to the Brat thinga they meet. Of course the 
flab are juat aa good as "the rose by any other name,” etc., and 
our advice In Uila matter Is, If you have a few daye to spire go 
to Bameget lolet, as directed above, and come back ” brown aa 
berry ” with a renewed life gained from the sea air and the 
” planked ” bluefieh as served np at Kinsey’s, a mode of cooking 
them new to us, and not practiced elsewhere that we know of, 
and which wraps round your heart like a yard of new flannel. 


Barnegat Bay la on the coast of New Jersey sud Is nesrly en¬ 
closed by two long sandy strips wbich form the seacoaet, whose 
coda, about a mile apart, form the “ Inlet.” Tbs bay le some 
thirty miles long and from four to eight miles In width, Blled 
with deep cbanuels and large sboale, a correct knowledge of 
which la neceaaary to the Bther of blueflsh If be uses anylblug 
drawing more water than the famous “ Barnegat sneak-box,” ao 
extensively used In duck shooting and often pressed Into the ser¬ 
vice of the blueflaher during the Bummer. The blnsBeh Is ex 
cluelvely a pelagian, seldom entering Inlets, and we believe that 
It does not enter any other one on the Jersey coast, altboogb 
found lo such baye as have wide openings. 

The Bah of which we sr« writing has, like most of onr flabee, 
many namee, sod we have given the New Tork and New Jersey 
appelatlou, but for the beneflt of thoee who may not recognise It 
by that title, will say that It la known as ” ullur" tbronghont 
Maryland and Virginia; “burse mackerel,” In Rhode Island and 
at Beealey’s Point, N. J.; “skip-jack” In North Carolina, aod 
when young Is known as "white Bsh” and "snapping mackerel" 
In different parts; science designates It as Potnalumuii taliatrix. 
There Is bis nomenclature done lor all latitudes, you paya yonr 
money and yon takes your choice, call him as you may fancy he 
be la atill the bold biter, savage as a shark, aod keen fighter who 
never says "enough,” and who In bis death struggle will snap at 
and ring your Anger to the bone if allowed the opportunity. 
They are mostly taken with the artiflclal squid on the bay, a 
bright metal or hone above the book which Is trolled astern of a 
yacht going at from six to ten miles an hour; "chumming,’’ the 
way in which the moat fight la extracted from the blueBsb, not 
being practiced there on account of the difficulty and uncertainty 
of getting the favorite bait, the menhaden. 

Although the Bsh ate found all over the bay the favorite point 
Is near the inlet where the flab strike In at every tide to feed on 
the "silver flsb” ("spearing” or anchovy (SSigraulit tilUitut) with 
which the bay abounds, aa well as a few menhaden and other 
fishes. 

The Sshlngls improving now In Barnegat bay since the passage 
of the law prohibiting iudlsci Iminate netting which was framed 
and urged through the legislature against much opposition, by 
our correspeudent, Mr. J.W. Kinsey, the proprietor of the Ashley 
Honse, at the Inlet, where thoee who are well posted sa to the 
geography of the bay go to Bah In Summer, and to aboot ducka, 
geese, brant and shore birds in the Spring and Fall. 

Barnegat la a town about a mile from the bay, on the main land, 
where. If one stops and gets a boat be baa to sail alx miles over 
to the inlet to strike the best fishing grounds, while If be goea 
directly to the Inlet he can eaally put In If a atorm cornea up, and 
In fact, can, with the aid of a glass, see If the flsb are feeding, or 
the yachts are taking any, while the best sbeepsbead and aea-baas 
grounds sre within a stone's throw of the bouse. To reach It 
from New York, buy a ticket to Waretown and return, via. N. J 
Central R. R., changing care at Red Bank for N. J. Southern 
first writing to Mr. Kinsey, whose P. 0. Is Barnegat, N. J., some 
days In advance and he will have some one meet and sail you over 
the bay, but if you approach It from Philadelphia then the town 
of Barnegat Is the nearest and best place to get off, bat not to 
stop at 

Mr. Kinsey bss done much In the way of flab laws to Improve 
the fishing and It la generally appreciate by sportsmen although 
the ahort-^hted natives do not feel kindlv toward him for pre¬ 
venting them from killing the goose which lays the golden eggs, 
aa, like all flabermen, they look only to this aeaaon’i catcb,aod en 
Urelj Ignore the fact that anglers leave more money for the amount 
of fith taken than any other class of people. In fact leaving moat 
of their fish there after hiring their boaii aod paying the boat¬ 
man, as. If thev wish to take home any they can always be ob¬ 
tained In the few last hours before leaving. The flsb bite best 
on the flood tide as then they go over the fists aod feed, while 
by the time the tide turns they are gorged and do not take the 
hook so readily. We would not be at all surprised If a club could 
be formed to buy and build ou tbii sportaman’s paradise, aa 
Is a splendid location for one, but It not we hope that Mr. Kin 
■ey may succeed In building a new and commodious hotel lu 
place of the old one which baa seen long service; for Its 
superior advantagee In fishing alone, without taking Into consld- 
eration Its famous ducking grounds, would soon make It a favor. 
Ite resort for those who love the sports of fishing, shooting and 
boating, as welt at the renewed rigor which they bring when 
taken lu the pore aea air of Barnegat bay, ao securely protected 
from the fierce roll of the Atlantic breakers which expend tbeir 
force upon the narrow atrip of sand enclosing It. 

We recently visited Ibe Inlet and found the fishing good as 
reported by oar correspondent at that place wboee we^ly reports 
are taken from tbe record kept at the Ashley House, and our lit¬ 
tle score may be found In bit report lo soother place. We were 
tailed by hla ton Willie, a young man of sixteen to wbom It 
never neceaeary to offer advice about handling bit ship, tor be 
” It every Inch a tailor ” aod who knows just where and when tbe 
blueflab are feeding and whether It la worth while to go out or not. 
Although Maeflablng It the prlnclpel attracUoe, ttlU there ere 
good numbers of abeepsbead captured, mainly taken by protea- 
tlonali with a baod-Une from an ancboied boat, their high price 
compenaatlog tor a limited catch. Sheepshead bring alx cents 
pound at Barnegat, the fith weighing from five to fifteen pounds, 
perbapa averaging tlx or seven.

The New York TVmsi bt^ a keen vision for " crooked” things 
and bss found In tbe Canadian papers some things which have 
been overlooked by others and which. If tme, as they probably 
sre or Parliament would not have paid tbe bill, will prove Inter¬ 
esting as showing np tbe ways that were dark by which It v 
made to appear that the balance of fish trade between tbe two 
countries was to heavily on the side of the United Sutes that It 
required 15,500,000 In gold to bring the scales to the point of 
equilibrium. In this case If justice was blindfolded at alt, It was 
BO improperly done that a Boston merchant removed tbe band 
age on one side far enough for her to get a peep at the booki of 
the United States custom houses wbich are not usually opened 
for the Inspection of other countries. The Tima calls attention 
to tbe fact that no notice seems to have been taken by the Boston 
papers of tome recent proceedings In tbe Canadian Parliament 
by which ± prominent merchant, bank director, and member of 
tbe board of trade of that dty bas been bronght into unenviable 
notoriety. Tbe proceedings alluded to concerned the payment 
by the Dominion government of a large sum of money to Mr. 
W. R. Clark, of Boston, for what most people would consider the 
disloyal and dishonorable service of furnlsbing evidence against 
his own country In tbe fishing cases. From a letter written by 
Hr. Clark, In October, 1873, to Peter Mitchell, tbe Minister of 
Marine under the Macdonald' government, It appears that tbe 
first propoeltion came from Mitchell, who was Clark’s personal 
friend. Clark replied that he would undertake tbe work, and 
fixed his terms as follows. 

"You pay me tlO.OUO In gold, wbich shall be In full for my sevri- 
cea. I am willing to take my chances of what may be obtained on 
tbe award—that Is, whatever your Government is awarded, you to 
pay me lOper cent, of the amount as my remuneration.” Theae 
ratber ambiguous conditions were accepted, and Clark went to 
work. He was a fish merchant blmeelf, and knew the ways of the 
trade- He procured a vast amount of Information relating to 
transactions In fish from Canadian waters, much of which was ob¬ 
tained from tbe Custom House records of the principal ports, from 
Baltimore to Esstport and from other sources which would not 
have been accessible to s Britisb agent. It was through him, also, 
that Canada procured copies of tbe Instructions issued by the 
United States Treasury snd tbe points upon wbich our government 
based Its case. Hr. Clark’s evidence was not used before the 
Fishery Commission, the British agent, Mr. Ford, deeming the 
manner of Its procurement altogether discreditable and likely to 
injure the Britisb case; neither was Clark permitted to appear as 
witness, though be was present at Halifax for tbe purpose. At 
various times in 1873 aud 1878 Clark received from tbe Dominion 
Government turns aggregating $U,043. He kept discreetly quiet 
during the rule of theHackenxIe government, but In December 
last be presented a claim for $30,000 for services, attsebed to 
which was a cnrlona account of expenses inenrred In collecting 
tbe evidence, amoantlog to $15,137, Against this were credited 
the peyments mettoned aliove. Not liking to stir the matter too 
mu^, the government. In the papera submitted to Parliament, 
recommended that Clark be paid $10,000, making a total of $34,- 
043 for his unpatriotic work. This sum was paid, and, no doubt, 
the government was glad to get rid of Mr. Clark so cheaply. Had 
ha l^n paid tbe 10 per cent, of the award, according to his atlp- 
nlstlona, bo would have been richer by $550,000. 

in the Tima of the next day, the following communication 
explaining the transaction from Mr. Clark’a point of view, ap¬ 
peared: 

The statement In the Tima of yesterday concerning tbe trans 
action of William R. Clark, of this dly, with tbe Dominion gov 
ernment. In furnishing evidence against hla own country In the 
fishing cases, has drawn out a reply, through the medium of a 
newspaper Interview, from that gentleman. Mr. Clark la a fish 
commission merchant and broker, at No. 5 Clark’s Building, 
Foster's Wharf, and resides in Dorchester. He malntalni that 
what be bas dooe was open aud above-board, and that he la per¬ 
fectly willing to let the world know precisely what hla actions 
have been. He saya: 

“Tbe article In the New York Tima about tbe evidence being 
obtained by me exclusively for the Dominion government la not 
correct The officers of that government wanted me to get the 
statistics of tbe Importation of fish from tbe Provinces, to be 
used In a fair aettlement of tbe value to tbe American Hahermen 
of Ashing In the waters of the Provinces: also tbe value the 
Dominion government would receive, or Its fishermen, If tbe 
duties were remitted un tbeir fish. Tbe Dominion government 
was to pay tbe expense I should he at, and for my services, sod 
It was left with it to pay what It might deem liberal for my per¬ 
sonal services when tbe award was made aod paid, and It It got 
anything. If the award had been settled on tbe tacts furnisbed 
by me both governments would have been aatlafled with the re 
suit. Tbe ststlstlca were offered to our government when fin- 
lahed. It was understood between tbe Dominion government 
and mytelf that the United States government abonld have them 
If they would pay (or them, aod the some understanding was 
made with the Dominion governmnit. The stsUatIca were 
looked over by the Hon. Edward Yonog, Chief of tbe Barean of 
SUtlstlca at Waabingtoo. He come to Boston (or that purpose. 
Judge Foster, counsel (or the United States, had them offered to 
him It the government would psy the expense of compHIng them. 
He decHoed. Soma time after this, before the meeting of the 
eommlasloners st Hslltsz, the Dominion government was 
ebsng^, and tbs Msckenile government come Into power. That 
government, I understood, refused to ase the ststlsttoa In evt- 


denee, ss being of no valne to It If It had uaed them our govern¬ 
ment would have hod the benefit of them, and the question would 
have been settled on Its merits. My evidence was not aaked for 
by either aide, nor was I In Halifax at tbe lime tbe commlaalonert 
met DOT Bave I been there (or (our or five years. All the aUtta- 
tica I furnlabed the Dominion government I have bad printed, 
and have sent coplea to the Secretary of State at Washington, the 
Board of Trade, [Boston], and to a number of the leading flsb 
bouses In tbe United States, (or tbe purpose of showing the trade 
between the two countries lo this line. I shall be happy to fur¬ 
nish any one with a copy that (eels interested In tbe subject.” 

Ifr. Clark does not deny that be received the money, os stated 
In Tm Timu. Hit contnset, be says, bowevtr, was not for $10,- 
000 In gold. In full for his services, but (or bis expenses. Tbe 
total amount of these was $14,330,04. The Dominion Govern¬ 
ment paid him between $13,000 and $14,000 (or bU expenses. 
He did not say that he was willing to take bis chances on the 
account sbtolned on tbe sword, because be did not know what the 
sword would bo. Tbe statement that be would accept ten per 
cent of the amount of tbe sword os hin remuneration was only 
preliminary talk and was not part of any written agreement.. In 
December last, he aaya, be did preaeot a claim (or $30,000 for 
aervicea, as he bad only received pay for bis expenses, and be 
■uppoaes Parliament recommended that he was paid $10,000 for 
bit aervicea, (or tbe total he received was about $34,000. In re¬ 
gard lo tbe statement that It was through him that Canada pro¬ 
cured copies of the Instructlooa Issued by the Uoited SUtes Treas¬ 
ury and the points upon which our government baaed Its case, be 
says that he never prepared, nor has be ever seen, any coplea of 
tnch Instructions. He thinks tbe fact that be did not receive 
ten per cent., or $550,000, la proof that he did not make a ten per 
cent contract 

We do not see that Hr. Clark bas bis case appear a bit less In¬ 
famous by the explanation. He sold Information which was 
damaging to bis own country’s Interest which none but an 
American could have obtained. It la now clear where the 
statistics came from, and Mr. Clark may enjoy hla treasonably 
got gold as beat be may, but tbe finger of scorn will ever be 
pointed at him by all right minded men, whether on this side of 
the line or in the Dominion. 


Fishlug on the lllliiolg. 

Jacksonville, 111. 

Editob Cbicaoo Field: —We read of tbe sports In all parts 
of tbe world, yet but little have we seen of tbe fishing to be 
found In the waters that drain Into tbe Illinois river. My dear 
sir, we have historic fishing grounds here. A friend who has 
caused trsDscripta to be made from tbe original M8S. of LaSalle, 
In tbe library of the university of Paris, bas lately showed me 
some of the passages be bas found. Remember that La Salle 
bad been the greatest traveler of his age. U« had explored es¬ 
pecially tbe Ohio aud St. Lawrence rivers aud tboir tributaries. 
Including tbe great lakes. He tells us that In his voyage down 
and up tbe Illinois he found the waters teeming with flsb far be¬ 
yond anything be bad ever aeen. Tbis Is the testimony of the 
first voyage on tbe Illlnoii. 

This season I took a naval officer wbo had fished all over tke 
world on a two days’ tramp on the Illinois. His enthusiasm was 
unbounded, and be testifles to better fishing than be had ever 
found. He says we have a greater variety of game fish. 

Tbe sport so far this season bas been better than hitherto of 
late years. There baa been a good stage of water fur three suc¬ 
cessive Spring seasons favorable (or spawning. Of course our 
best fish Is the black bass, rock bass, striped bass, red horse or 
salmon, croppee and perch In several varieties. 

Perinlt me to say that there are some varieties of the cat-fish 
that can give the sportsman as good a galvanic shock as any 
game fish. The beautiful channel oat of tbe Illinois bites a min¬ 
now as eagerly aod is as delicious a fry as any fish that bites a 
book. 

We camped a week In tbe bottoms, Sniitb and I. Our 
wives were with us. Smith bad never fished with us. 
After pitching our tent and burying our ice we all 
went out aod rowed t> good water and soon we had a 
beautiful string of bass, between twenty and thirty, weighing 
from one to three pounds each. Smith got an awful bite; we 
booked hla fish and the water foamed around him. He fell down, 
called for help, lost the grip of bis rod, caught It again, and 
arouud tbe stern of tbe toat tbe water boiled again. He beseech¬ 
ingly looked to me; I was apparently feeling a bite with utter 
nucoDcern, grinning to myaelf, when by a lucky movement be 
landed a ten-pound fish Into the boat. He bad been full ten 
minutes at It, and bad puffed aud sweated like a haymaker. 

With a yell saya be, “Look at that.” I looked and said; 
"BeautifulI You have immortalized yourself. But one other 
fish like that bas been caught lu these waters. A magnificent 
lake trout It Is remarkable about that fish; be must have come 
through tbe Chicago river and down tbe canal. Such a Osh was 
never known here before that canal was opened through. But 
how do you suppose be has escaped the polsona of the Cbicago 
tewcral” 

And 10 we argued tbe case while Smith prepared a string (or bis 
trophy. He wouldn’t string him with the others, and with a long 
triumphant look be quietly dropped him over the side of the boat. 
When we got back to camp Smith took hla fish, and, too proud to 
help us unload tbe boat, walked off to a solitary log and laid hla 
fish out, aud walked around him, and looked at him, and turned 
him over and over, and muttered: " How did he ever get through 
Cbicagol” Finally he went to work and dressed him, and came 
up to camp to fry his fish (or supper. We bad, meanwhile, 
cooked a akillet or two o( black bass, aod supper was ready, but 
Smith was not to be Induced to eat black basa when lake trout 
was to be had. So be put on hla skillet and lilt fish began to fry. 
He cooked to a brown, and placed It on his tin plate, as beauti¬ 
ful a fry as ever was seen: and with the proudest look, came to 
the supper box to join us. My wife and I could hold lu no longer, 
but buret out laughing. 

“What the 4—I’s the matter with you now!” 

“ Master, yon ain't going to cat thsll” " Eat 111 Did you 
ever tee suythlug preltlerl” *■ Why, It’s a dog-fish.” “Dog¬ 
fish I What lo thunder Is a dog-fish I” He dropped his plate In 
disgust. He swore us to a solemn oath never to tell, and we 
wont. What do you think of thirty-six black basa In two hours, 
from one and a half to five poundsi Our methods of fishing 
here are primitive. Obtaining halt causes much bard work. We 
have never tried filet or other artificial bait except some kinds of 
tplauers, and they have.not to far aucceeded.

(or It, but noooe (eels like experimenting largely. 1 shall try some 
files, etc., this Fall, however, and will let you know how 1 come 
out. Aa for rods, we atill use the caue, whereas, some of the 
boao-rods, light aod strong, would be much more coovenlent end 
give better sport, but no one likes to start. This la a good 
field (or tbe tackle makers to explore, for there are buodreda of 
aportomen able aod wUUiig to boy after somebody has tried and 
(ouod out what to buy. Then, as to boots, we use whatever we 
coo get. They are heavy aod awkward. What we want Is a 
portable boat, to be shipped os baggage, (or fliblog and huoUog, 
one we cao put away (n stable or garret, and If we waka up to

American Urouk Trout in Norway. 


I Extract from u lieiHirl of llu' Ujiuratlons nf tbe Norwegian Hunting 
untl rlibiiig AKeiM'.latlou. for the yuar 1879.]* 

TIUNSLATED UT TARLETON H. BEAN. 

The officcra of tbe association for the past year consisted of 
Lieutcnant-Oeueral Wergeiand aa president, master-of-the-hounds 
GJerdrum as vice-president; curator, R. ColleU; farmer, E. Hoff; 
Inspector of woods and forests, Horbye; landed proprietor, H. 
Ingier; and fishery Inspector, A. Landmark. 

Of the lot of young American trout (AoZmo fotiUnaHt) men¬ 
tioned in last year's report, 250 individuals were lllterated this 
Bummer at the expense of proprietor Ingier, in a brook which 
empties into Lake OJer at Oppegaard, and 100 individuals at the 
expense of Mr. OJerdrum in a couple of trout fishing streams at 
at Nltedalen, while fifty-one were provisionally placed in 
a pond at Orefsen, which was indue time destined to form a por¬ 
tion of a smaller fresh-water park. Finally twelve or fonrteen 
were experimentally set free in a fountain in a garden at the 
mansion of master-of-the-hounds Gjerdmm, in Nydalen. How 
it fares with the fry liberated at tbe two places first mentioned 
we have, of course, aa yet no knowledge. Similarly it has been 
Impossible to observe the further development of those placed in 
the pood at Orefsen, whereas it is noted that many of those put 
into the fountain at Nydalen were, at the present Winter, in sjgbt 
and appear to thrive and grow well. 

Although the information which one of the officers, fishery-in¬ 
spector Landmark, gained in a paid Journey last Summer to En¬ 
gland, Scotland and Ireland with regard to the species of flab 
here considered appears fully to confirm tbe judgment of the 
management as to the advisability of tbe efforts to introduce 
tbe American trout in our country, we do not believe that tbe 
attempt should be repeated during the present Winter. Because 
as against an attempt of this kind it must be considered less sat¬ 
isfactory to leave tbe young to themselves as long as several 
months after their batching in such a way that one is cut off in¬ 
definitely from a knowledge of their further development, which 
one at present sees to be inevitable, since suitable breeding es¬ 
tablishments for the more advanced young are not now found in 
tnls region of country. Provided in tbe meantime such an estab¬ 
lishment should soon be arranged, of which there is a prospect, 
the management will take under consideration whether or not a 
new attempt should be made.

A Fisbinu Resort. —Traverse City, Mich.— Editor Chicago 
Field .'—I have found a spot up here in Northern Michigan which 
is so attractive to the devotera of the rod and line that I am confi¬ 
dent the readers of tbe CntCAOO Field will learn with delight of 
its existence, if they are yet in ignorance of it. 

Grand Traverse region as a summer resort is comparatively a 
new candidate for public favor, though it is fast becoming popular, 
particularly with those who desire to Uke their season’s recreation 
In fishing. The streams are literally filled with speckled trout and 
grayling. In tbe Boardman river, which runs through this place, 
two gentlemen drew out, on Wednesday and Thursday last, four 
hundred trout, and this is not considered an unusual matter either. 
Two Chicago gentlemen recently angled in what la known as 
Massean’s creek, spending a portion of fourdays,and bringing in 
1,940 of the beauties. They had a most glorious time, and went 
reluctantly back to fish for law questions, carrying amazing rec¬ 
ollections of tbe fish they left uncaught. 

Grand Traverse Bay, a lovely sheet of water, is densely inhabited 
with lake trout, wbitefish, pickerel, muacallonge, bass, etc. Aa I 
write a fleet of Indian canoes are lying a short distance from the 
harbor, their occupants engaged in spearing the sturgeon, which 
at this season of the year congregate in shoiL waters. One Indian 
bronght up one weighing 114 lbs. 

The waters are so clear that the fish can be seen to a great depth, 
and spearing by torchlight is a favorite pastime. 

I might speak of tbe loveliness of the country at this season, 
and tbe many attractions it offers to tourists, but the fish, to my 
mind, is tbe principal one, and to go a fishing the «w pfrw Mltra of 
the pleasure seeker, particularly when be la sure of being re¬ 
warded for his effort. _ Pleasubb Seeebb.

Small Pry. 


—The results of fish culture are beginning to be seen In Otsego 
Lake, N. J., and is shown In tbe letter from our correspondent, 
Mr. Phlnney. The next day after writing the letter which we 
publish, he caught six more lake-trout, Chrittioomer namayetuh, 
whose united averdnpola was sixteen pounds, the largest one 
weighing four pounds. The lake has bMn heavily stodied for 
several years and many bad begun to despair, but it teems that 
the anglers never struck the right spot until now. We hope that 
tbe generosity of Messrs. Phlnney and Thayer, in making public 
the ranges, whereby tbe exact spot can be found, will be appre¬ 
ciated. What a rebuke to selfl^ human nature, which hides such 
things under its bat-rim, it is to say that but few men would have 
done this until after tbe harvest was entirely reaped. 

—The experiment of using tbe Jablochkoff candle in the great 
London fish market has proved a failure, not because it was too 
expensive or because it did not give enough light, but because 
the people who dealt there having become accustomed to examine 
their purchaaes by gaslight—for most of tbe trading is done be¬ 
tween three and four o’clock in the morning—could not under¬ 
stand that it was the effect of the electric light only which made 
the fish.

—As we predicted a short ago, the yearly crop of aquatic 
monsters would soon show up at the watering pla^s as an at¬ 
traction. Coneans Lake, Livingston Co., N. Y., has bad the first 
visit. The “monster” was teen by two persons who “ described 
it as being fully five inches in diameter and about twenty feet 
long, with a long head rounded at tbe snout, and a neck much 
smaller than tbe bead or body. It was of a very dark brown 
color, and its large eyes glistened in tbe sunlight, giving it a 
terrible appearance.” There is no doubt what it was a particu¬ 
larly large and fierce angle-worm which escaped from our bait- 
box while fishing for tbe ferocious " pumpkin seed,” some five 
years ago, and which has grown entirely outof the recollection of 
the national history editor of the DaneviUe Ezprtu.

Tbe identity of the deerhound with tbe Irish wolfdog Is a 
matter of mere inference alone, and, if adopted, can only be held 
to apply to ancient days. Consequently, we have in tbe deer¬ 
hound tbe only true representative of the breed, and there Is, 
therefore, no need to adulterate it by aiming at an Ideal type 
and standard. 

Sd. If the latter be rejected, we must fall back on the sort of 
dog mentioned In tbe first of my conclnslons, and, aa such an 
animal ia now extinct, any attempt to revive it will simply be a 
mannfacture more or leas oonjectnrel.

“ the Irish wolfdog as a tall rough greybonnd.” Richardson’s 
statement, however, ia quite unwarrantable, for Ray’s “ Synopsis ” 
(A. D. 1697), has only the following description,which I translate 
literally from tbe original Latin. 

“ Canls Grains Hlbernlcns, tbe Irish greyhound. Tbe greatest 
dog we have as yet seen, surpassing in size even the Molossua. 
As regards shape of body and general character, similar in all 
respects to tbe common greyhound (Vulgari cani grseco). Their 
use is to catch wolves." To show that by “canis gnecus” Ray 
meant tbe ordinary greyhound, I quote his description of it, aa 
follows; “ Canls venatiens grains, seu greens, nonnullls Scotlcns, 
The Greyhound.” Where, then, is any mention of roughneesl 
Ray evidently meant a smooth dog, from his statement of the 
dog being in all respects like an ordinary greyhound. I shall 
also show that Pennant, Bingley and Brown, who all described a 
smooth dog, refer to lUy, which proves they did not consider 
his description to refer to a rough dog. 

Bnffon (about 1750-60), comes next, and from his account 
may be traced most of tbe exaggerations and misstatements that 
beset this question. Bnffon calls wolfdogs “chlens d’lrlande” 
simply, and speaks of them as follows: “These dogs are far 
lar^r than our largest Matins. As the; are very rare in France 
I have never seen but one, which seemed to me when sitting 
quite upright, to be nearly five feet high, and to resemble in 
form the dog we call the great Dane,'but it differed from it great¬ 
ly in the largeness of its size. It was quite white and of a gentle 
and peaceful disposition.” Tbe word Matin in this passage has 
been wrongly translated “MastlSs,” whilst tbe same word has in 
Buffon’s other remarks on tbe dog been translated as “ tbe Irish 
greyhound,” and this is tbe cause of the two blunders which 
both Captain Graham and Mr. Wynne have fallen into Mr. 
Wynne Instances tbe plate of Irish wolfdog in tbe Eueydopaxlla 
Sritarmica (1797), and Captain Graham the one in Buffon. 
Would they be surprised to hear the former is merely a copy of 
tbe representation given by Buffon which was never intended to 
represent the Irish greyhound, but.tbe Matin! At least this is ' 
tbe title of tbe plate in the original French edition. Again in 
the English editions the plate of tbe Irish wolfdog (really the 
Matin) always shows a much larger dog than that of the adjoin¬ 
ing great Dane, and in the Encydopadia Brilanaiea the differ¬ 
ence has been still further exaggerated in order, I suppose, to ac¬ 
count (or the imagined greater size of the Irish dog. In the 
French edition, however,tbe Dane is shown to be much larger than 
the Matin. Messrs. Graham and Wynne’s second error is owing 
to the same cause, for a reference to Buffon's genealogical table 
will show that the mastiff is put down as a cross between the 
Matin and tbe bulldog, and not between the latter and the Irish 
dog, and that tbe latter figures by himself as a distinct variety 
allied to the great Dane. This alone proves that Buffon never 
meant tbe Matin be confused with the Irish dog, nor would he 
have compared the latter with himself as in the passage above 
quoted. All tbe plates and most of tbe remarks in the English 
editions of Buffon must, consequently, so far aa they relate to the 
Irish dog, be pot aside aa untrustworthy. I will leave the ques¬ 
tion of size for the present, merely observing that I believe tbe 
mistranslation of matins as mastiffs la the source of all the comr 
parlsons between the latter and tbe Irish dog in subsequent 
writers; and I shall show that in Buffon’s time the matins did 
not exceed about twenty-four inches in height. 

Goldsmith (about A. D., 1770) describes tbe Irish wolf-dog as 
“ neither good (or bunting tbe hare, the fox, or tbe stag.” The 
largest of the dozen he had seen was “made extremely like 
a greyhound, but rather more robust, and Inclining to tbe figure 
of the French matin, or the great Dane. His eye was mild, his 
color white, and bis nature seemed heavy and phlegmatic. THiey 
Seemed more timid than the ordinary race of dogs, and their 
skin much thinner, and consequently less fitted for combat.” 

From the similarity in color and disposition, and tbe compari¬ 
son with the Dane, it is evident that Buffon and Goldsmith de¬ 
scribed the sametype of dog, and it Is also clear from Goldsmith’s 
remark about thinness of skin that these dogs were not rough- 
haired, butfine-coated. 

Brooke's Natural History (1772) states “the Irish wolf-dog is, 
as Ray affirms, the highest dog be bad ever seen, he being much 
lanrer than a mastiff dog, but more like a greyhound in shape.” 

Smith’s history of Waterford (A. D., 1774) gives precisely the 
same account as Brooke, viz., “The Irish greyhound, though for¬ 
merly abounding in this country is likewise become nearly ex¬ 
tinct This dog is much taller than tbe mastiff, but made more 
like a greyhound. ” Now the words of both authors made more 
like a greyhound clearly infer some comparison, besides in 
height, between the mastiff and the Irish dog, and the only con¬ 
struction they can bear is that they Indicate a dog between the 
greyhound and mastiff, but with rather more of the shape of the 
former. 

Next in order of date comes tbe eminent naturalist Pennant, 
who, in bis “ British Zoology” (A. D. 1776) after identifying the 
Lyemmer with the Irish greyhound, and speaking of their scarcity 
on account of their export by tbe King of Poland, goes on to 
observs: “ I have seen two or three in the whole Island. They 
were of the kind called by M. de Buffon ‘ le grand danols,’ and 
probably Imported there by the Danes.” As Buffon gives no ver¬ 
bal description of the Dane, Pennant must have been forming bis 
comparison on Buffon’s portrait of tbe Dane, which is that of a 
smo^ dog. I am utterly at a loss bow Richardson could adduce 
Pennant aa describing “ the Irish wolfdog aa a tall, rough grey¬ 
hound, and as dlacantlng at some length on bis extraordinary 
size and power.” As a matter of (act. Pennant, in his “ British 
Quadrupeds,” says that the great Dane is the largest of dogs. 

In S^reber'a work, “Die Saugtbicre in Aliblldungen nach 
der Natnr” (about 1785) occurs this description, “Tbe great Irish 
greybonnd.—The size, which la that of an English mastiff, with 
a correapondlng strength, distinguishes it (rum the ordinary 
greyboand.” A plate is also given which shows a dog like aernen 
between a greybound and a mastiff, with thick neck and head, 
but pointed muzzle, and apparently smooth-coated. 

My next two auttoritles are Kerr's Zoology (A. D. 1793), and 
Turton's English edition of Llnnasua, of about the same date. 
The former says the Irish greybound, “ is nearly as large as a 
mastiff, having an arched body, and narrow projecting snout.” 
Turton's description is similar (indeed both are founded on Lln- 
nwus’), " Body curved; snout narrowing; size of mastiff." Noth¬ 
ing is said by either author aa to any roughness, though several 
rough dogs are mentioned by them, such aa the lurcher, the 
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rough greyhound, »nd Ihe bow lurcher, which letter U Identllled ^1

1800), which reprewjutft a white dog, perfectly smooth, Id shape 
betweeu a grevhouud aud a Dane, with small semi eiwt pey- 4 
hound cars, ling head, but with an unmlsta^kable look of the o 
great Dane about the Jaw, the Ull Is carried above the ^k. 
Bewick’s verbal matter Is simply s repetlUon or rtfhaufft of Gold- t 
smith’s, the only additional Information being that the color la 

generally cinnamon as well as white. „ 

* I will now turn to "The Sportsman’s Cshlnet” (1808), which 
contains tbe well-known engraving of a sort of half-bred dwr- 
bound, which Capt. Graham wlslws us to accept as the mode of t 
the Irish wolfdog. I for one cannot admit that we should “low j' 
such weight to what may be only a fancy portrait, es^clally as t 
It differs from every other likeness we get of the Irish wolfd(^, 
and should for this reason be especially authenticated. I also i 
object to Retnagle's portrait, on the ground that it Is utterly in- 1 
couslstent with the verbal description. The opening sUtemenL « 
that it was doubtful If one of the pure breed was to be found, | 
even to the most remote part of Ireland, Is quite incouslstent t 
with the Idea that Relnagle's drawing was of a pure Irish grey- « 
hound from the life. I have no space to give the full ^ount, 
but It describee the great Dane almost pure and simple, as It i 
states that the similitude between the Irish dog and the great < 
Dane “is so exceedingly correct as to lead to the belief they are 
the same animal with such trifling variation as occasioned by dlf- i 
fcrence of climates, and that the few to be seen to either England 
• or Ireland are denominated Danea.’’ In bis more particular de¬ 
scription the writer says: “Tbe dog under description Is in ap- 1 
pearance a produce between the greyhound and the mastiff, and i 
nothing whatever Is said about roughness of coat, whilst the re- | 
mark that "It does not appear from any regular transmlaslons 
upon record that these dogs have ever been appropriated to any 
department of tbe chase, ancient or modern,’’ shows that the 
writer could not have In his mind s dog like the deerhound. I 
therefore think we must reject Relnagle’s picture as a fancy por¬ 
trait, not warranted by the author’s text. 

Another represenUtlon of tbe Irish greyhound Is given to 
Blngley’s “British Quadrnpeda" (A.D. 1809), and shows us an 
extremely powerful, shorHegged kind of coarse greyhound, with 
an exceedingly long head and a smooth coat Btogley’s text is 
simply an endorsement of Pennant’s and Goldsmith’s views. 

Captain Brown in his work on dogs (A. D. 1839), also 8lJ“ * 
drawing of an Irish greyhound. It Is something like that of ^ 
wick, and shows s little of the Dane about the Jaw. Perhaps toe 
letterpress gives the best description of It. “In shape toe Irish 
grevhouud somewhat resembles tbs common greyhound, only 
that he Is much larger and more muscular to his formation, 
clumsy In all hla different psrU, and Is quite unserviceable for 
hnnUng either the stag, fox or bare.” v v ... 

Colonel Hamilton Smith to bis work (1840), although he held a 
different view as to ancient days, evidently considered that tbe 
Irish dog, as known to the period I have taken, was such a dog as 
I contend for, as be refers to Lord Altamont as possessing the 
last of toe ancient breed, and accounts for the uncertainty of the 
question by supposing that mastiff, ataghound and bloodhound 
may have been crossed with these ancient species. 

On reviewing the above cited authorltlee, and considering toe 
slmlUrity of tbe deecripllons and portraits, I malnUln they 
were all describing s dog of more or less the same type—a dog 
between the greyhound and great Dane, with a smooth foa^ of 
mild and gentle aspect, of s white or cinnamon color, and of an 
Indolent and lethargic disposition—a dog as far M p^lble re¬ 
moved from the deerhound, i\a well as from the ferocious mon¬ 
sters which modern theorists appear to consider a rin* qua mm of 

tbe breed. • . w. 

The evidence on the other aide ought, therefore, to na ex¬ 
tremely strong to over-ride the opinions of these writers, some of 
the roost celebrated naturalists of their day, so aa to enable ua to 
say that for the space of about s hundred and thirty yeara, when. 
If at any time, some remnants of the Irish dog were to be found, 
writer after writer went on figuring and describing an animal 
which, according to modern theories, was so oppo^ to reality. 
If there were any specimens of s different kind of wolfdog then 
existing In Ireland, such as Captain Graham and RIehaida on 1^ 
agine, snrely these authors would have beard of It, aa Ita poaseas- 
ors would hardly allow these oppnalle descriptions to go forth on- 
cnntradlcted In every work that touched upon the enbject. 


If, then, toe deerhound theory qk^’Nalll and Richardson la to i* 
be adopted, the tMtlmony of all tM cited anthoritlea muat be flrat u 
cast aside, relating, aa I contend they do, to a totally different Ih 
kind of animal. With them. Is that ease, muet go aU the foun^ 
atlon tor toe exaggerated statementa of the height of the wolf- ft 
dog, for from these sooreea they are entirely derived. to 

Thwe is then left very little evidence to support the deerhoond 
theory, and that little mere Inferetoe. For Inatance, It la Inferred fli 
that, as Scotland was colonised from Ireland, and there baa al- a| 
waya been toe moet Intimate connection between the north of hi 
Ireland and the western Islands of SooUand, both In language, pt 
traditions, and ataocUtions, it la probable that toe deerfaonnd t< 
which has been known In Scotland from Its colonisation, was In- o! 
trodneed by the Irish. It It also Inferred that, aa a dog like the pi 
deerhound Is found sasoclated In Celtic legends with Flngal, Is 
Cuchullln, and other Osilanic heroes, who were toe common Cel- tl 
tic property of both Ireland and Scotland, the deerhound la, there- w 
fore, the old Celtic wolfdog, and was common to both countries. 
Perbapt, even tola Inference goee too far when we consider It Is ai 
even dOTbted, as Gibbon says, i' If we can with ^ety Indulge B 
the pleasing suppoeltioo, that Flngal Uved and Oealan aung.” b. 
But to draw any serious conclusion as to the gigantic character of si 
tbe dogs, as Richardson does, from the poetical exaggerations of a 
mythical legends, more especially after being cooked up by a 
MThereon, U absurd. As well accept literally the sUtement: d 
“ A thousand dogs fly off at once. A deer fell by every dog. h 
three by the whitebreasted Bran." 2 

Beyond these Inferences, there Is not a slngls authority of all 0 
those cited by Richardson that goes to prove toe Irish wolf-dog a a 
rough dog. For, on referring to Sir W. Betbara’s words, I find 
thathls conviction tost toe wolf dog was rough and cnrly-hslt^ n 
wss derived, to use his own words, "From toe mention of the d 
wolf-dogs In toe old Irish poems and stories, and what I have 
heard from a very old person, long elnce dead, of his hsjlng 
seen them at toe seat of Sir J. Brown.” Wo ere thus left In 
doubt how far Sir W. Botham’s son referred Csptalu Graham to 
a supposed relic of the Irish wolf-dog, which turned out to be a 

half-bred Dane. „ , j . T 

Rlchardeon’e other sUtemenU as to Llewellyn’e dog being an ^ 
Irish greyhound and a rough dog, and that Wyldo’a canine skulls “ 
" were evidently those of rough greyhounds,” are mere steer- » 
tiona not meriting serious consldaratlon. 

The best advocate for the deerhound theory Is Mr. A. McNeill, ‘ 
Id bU paper on tbe Irish wolf-dog appended to Berope’e “ Deer c 
Stalklug” (1838), and I am surprised he has not been refeared to, 8 
as the publlcstlon of his views preceded those of Richardson. * 
His argument la, however, all Inference- He shows that the c 
dog used for the chase wss called " mlolchn ’’ by both the Scotch 
and Irish in ancient days, and from this and the fact that the t 
game for which they were used was the same, he Infers “ that ' 
they were one and the same kind, the more particularly as we J 
find the Irish wolf-dog described as greyhound, and the highland ' 
deerhound as an Irish greyhound.” ' 

McNeill proves the latter statement by a reference to Taylor, | 

“ tbe Water Poet” On referring to his “ Pennylease Pilgrim- ' 
age,” I find he describes a great hunting ba«u« given by the Earl ' 
of Marr In the Highlands In 1618, In which, be says, tbe valley 
“ wss waylaid by a hundred couple of strong Irish greyhounds.” 
This, at first sight, seems a conclusive proof of the Identity of ' 
tbe Irish dog with the Highland deerhound. McNeill’s explana- ' 
Mon Is that the term “ Irish ” U applied to the Highland dogs as 
“ everything Celtic (not excepting the language) wss designated 
Id England, In ooneequence of Ireland being at that period bet¬ 
ter known than ScoUand, hut that that was a proof of toe simi¬ 
larity of the dogs," But, It Is nearly cerUIn that Taylor used 
the term In the limited sense of " Celtic,” end that there was 
then no such similarity. For when we find from Lord Falk¬ 
land’s letter, quoted In Smith’s History of Waterford, that In 
1633 the Duke of Bnccleuch was asking him ss s great favor to 
send him from Ireland some Irish greyhounds. It la utterly Im¬ 
possible to Imagine that toe Utter would have gone to all this 
trouble of sendiug to Ireland, If tbe Highland dogs wore tbe 
! same, and were eo plentiful that his brother peer could musUr a 
hundred couple himself. This appears conclusive, and greatly 
; strengthens my drat conclusion as to the Irish dog being a differ¬ 
ent animal to the deerhonnd. 

) McNeill concludes with the statement that be spoke from the 
most accurate Information, and not a vestige of the breed was to 
1 be met with In Ireland at that time Of England the same might 
. be laid, of Walea he had no evidence, whilst in Scotland (from a 
. perfect knowledge of every specimen) very few, perhaps not 
1 above a doxen pure doorhoundi were to be met with. McNeill, 

. although misled, aa I consider, by toe accounU of Bnffon and

I On the whole, there seems insuperable evidence agalust tbe 
•- identIfleatioD of the Irish dog with the deerbonud In modern 
historical times, and oven the possibtllly of It In ancient times U 
n only Inferential. But In any case, If the deerhonnd theory bo 
n adopted, too present deerhound must be accepUd without quallfl- 
h cation, aa It baa always existed la Scotland In purity to the pree- 
;b out time, and wo have specimens probably quite aa largo as In 
ancient times. . 

a If the deerhound be rejected, then the wolfdog as described by 
j- tbe modern authorities Is extinct, and tU revIvaL consequently, 
le simply s doubtful manufacture. 

h That It was extinct or nearly so, even a hundred yeara tgo, all 
ly toe cited writers admitted. Thompson, also, in hU largo work on 
1 the natural history of Ireland, classes tbe wolfdog amongst the 
n extinct mammals, as does Dr. Scouler in hU paper " On animals 
which have disappeared from Ireland^during authentic history,” 
s read before the Dublin Geological Society in 1887. 

IS I confess I have been unable to classify Dr. Sconler’s opinion 
IS of what toe Irish wolfdog was,whon he says: “ The Irish wolfdog 
le was a very distinct race from toa Scotch bound or wolfdog which 
le resembled the Irish breed In slse and courage, but differed from 
id It by having a sharper mussle and pendent ears *’ Anyhow, in 
bis opinion, It was not the deerhonnd, and was qnlte extinct, 
lie I bad hoped to offer some observations and Information on tbe 
BY exaggerations ss to height, end In other ways, which are to be 
ic fonnd In Richardson snd others with respect to this dog but to 
of point out these errore, would lake too much space, as I have al- 
ui ready Infringed greatly on the latter, as well ss on your klndoees 
and forbearance.—G. W. Hickmajc, In Lite Stock Journal.

Aconite In Distemper.

Editor Chicago Field:— A couple of months ago I gave you 
an account of my success with aconite for distemper. Since then 
I have lost three pups with that disease, the aconite seeming to 
have no effect on two of the esses, snd leaving the other with s 
very bad case of toe chorea. All of the pups were sick snd 
drooping for nearly two weeks before I commenced to give them 
the aconite, and I have come to the conclusion that I did not 
commence early enough. I still believe it Is a good remedy when 
given In the first stages of the disease, but do uot think It strung 
enough after It bss become well seated in the system, as in these 
esses. 

The shove were entirely different from my experience with 
distemper. Heretefore the running st the eyes and nose hss 
commenced almost ss soon ss I noticed their indisposition. In 
these esses it did not commence to run until some time after I. 
bid commenced to administer toe medicine, and two of the pupa 
died Inside of three days after I commenced IL At first I was in 
hopes the running wss s sign of their recovery, but It seemed to 
weaken them very much, snd it wss not until then they got off 
toel/ feet, and when they do that I always give up all hope. 

I write this as per request of toe member from Texas (Lsxy 
Alec), snd I hope the rest of the readers of the Chioaoo Field 
that use it will continue to give their experience, good or bad, 
and state when they commenced to use It. I am of the opinion 
that It Is only good In tbe early stages of toa disease.

She now polots yard chickens by the 
hour, and never ceases her bunt when out of her pen. If all of 
Bow’s get turn out se well ss this six mouths’ old pup promises 
to. we will ere long have a fine lot of pointers In the West.

For tome Ume peet Uiere has been tprlngluE op a kind of 
“ oroet.mln " feeling; between the epoiUng tntemIUee of Beieue, 
RoUtnd, Dayton tod other towoehipe te to the merite of their 
reepectlTe bounds. The sports of Sereut had been blowing a 
“ hicfa old breese ” end were ruther loud In the pnitee of tbeir 
fuTorltes, as much u to ee;, “ Sereut tgilDst tbe world 1” ThU 
kind of t “ racket" didn’t take with the boys of BuUtnd, who 
c)tlm their doge can best tuything Serene ever produced In tbe 
way of dog-6esb.

The flrat nnoukl Summer mclug meettug of the Chicago Jockey 
and Trotting Club commenced on Monday, Juno 28, after a potV 
Donementcaueed by rain from the prevlou* Saturday, which had 
teen aet for the opening day, and the number pr^nt waa ^U- 
fylng to the managers, presaging as It did a much larger paM^ 
aew when the meeting wonld fully open. Aa It was, all of the 
most prominent turfmen of the South and West wore preuii^ 
the steUon westof the Alleghanles waa well represented, and the 
opinion of all was that finer fields of race horaoe were noTor 
brought together before. The programme was one of tte^t 
ever devised proving the thorough manner In which the club bad 
Eone to work, and this combined with the ample accommodaUons 
made lor visitors, has enroUed It among the most succesaaful 
racing clubs of this country. .Unfortunately the weather wm 
not excellent nor the going good on the closing days of the wtek 
which make It Impracticable to tell what the attendance ml)^t 
have been; but It may be said that all were Interested In the re- 
suits, though It Is certain that races run In deep mud are ^ner- 
ally no safe test of the real powers of race horses. The dlfflcidt 
and responsible duUes of Judges, timer* and starter were ^ed by 
CapU VsTcottrlU, Gen. W.H.Jackson, Gen. R. Rowett, M^.Thrtek- 
mo^n. Col. Phil. Dwyer, and Col. W. H. Johnson. To the lat 
ter genUeman Is to be given due praise lor his exertions 
with Southern racing confederacies, whose confidence he enjoys, 
for bringing together Into the stakes the magnificent lot of nom¬ 
inations, and In this his energy and determination have been well 

displayed. , , 

The opening event of the meeting was for a purse oMSlW, 
dash of a mile and a quarter, and ten came to the post, Mr. O. 

B. Morris won It with W. L. Mlnteer, formerly Gsrry ^en, by 
Imp. Glenelg, out of Crownlet. This race was a set back lor the 
makers of favorites, as Bill Bass or Edlngbnrg were looked to 
with more favor. . , . , 

The Grand Pacific Hotel Stakes, a two-year-old event, had six 
stertera out of forty snbscriters. The favorite, KlmbaU, won 
bearing Mischance and Wargenrine. The IlllnoU Derby had four 
capital starters, and Buckner defeated Lord Murphy, the knowing 
ones predicting this race a mere gift for the latter; Qoodn^ht 
and Joe Rowett were respectively third and fourth. The hurdle 
race which closed the day’s sport was won by the CallfornU colt 
Raven after a desperate race with Joe Rhodes, who won the first

THE NEW YORK GAME LAW. 

The game law passed by the legislature of New York ha* ^ 
celved the signature of the Governor. The following are the 

chief provisions: _ „ . m_ 

Deer, open season, August, September, October and Novem 
ber, with additional two months In which to sell venlsom 
Wild ducks, close season from Istof May to the Istof (Xtober. 
Quail, hare and rabbits are prohibited from the 1st of January 
to the Istof November, and ruffed grouse and prairie chickens 
from the 1st of January to the 1st of September, with one month 
after the close of the season In which to dispose of bird* that 
are killed. . , , 

Woodcock are prohibited, a* they were by the former laws, 
from January 1 to August 1, save In Oneida and Herkimer 
counties, and there until the 1st of September. , , • 

Brook trout are prohibited In all months except from 1st ol 
April to the 1st of September. 

Our readers In New York SUte will bear In mind the clause 
In regard to woodcock.

first time to examine analytically what I had long known ud fol¬ 
lowed practlcallv, and all my theorlilng la of thU natiire: hy way 
of confirmation and explanation of fact* and prindple* gathwed 
hy experience, and not to eatobllah OrductMn Ideas that I had 

tol^^^^ndder" aay* I hold “ that knowledge gath^ 
by experience la worthies*." 1 am not quite *o *^ ** that, 
my frteto. I don’t think my letter win anstaln that Intmp reto- 
tlon, but I do hold that many Inferenca* from a long ap^woe 
WMW 6* worthlare, and that becauae a parson elsmor* *hoot «• 
perianoe” In support of a certain view, It by no meana follow 
ti^hl* view Is correct even though th* fact of hi* experlene* be 


Indubitable. For an Illustration of this we need go no farther 
than the case In band, thongh other Ulustratlona lie on every 
hand In the prorlnee of shooting. Here we have two classes of 
excellent shote, one InslatlDg that It te ne e sa s a r y to hold ahead, 
and the other that It I* not. To each belong men of undoubted 
skill In the fledd, and each man plants himself firmly upon the 
rook of “ experieoee.” Now somebody U undoubtedly wrong and 
wrong In summing up or formulating the results of Indubitable 
experience. Somebody la unable to pul In language what be 
knows In practice, or else he 1* a bad observer of bis own actions; 
probably both. 

Now then, friend " Schneider,” whom shall we call In u arbi¬ 
trators! for every crack shot yon produce who aay*, “ hold on the 
bird,” I produce another who says, “ bold ahrad.” 

’’ But aay* No. 1, “ I always bold oo andklU." Bays Na two, 

“ I hold ahead and kill and yon too bold ahead or throw your 
gun In from behind ao swiftly as to carry the Hue ol sight paat 
the bird’s line before the shot escapes, which amounts to the same 
thing." 

“Wen now I reckon I know well enough what 1 do. Can’t 1 
seel Am I such a blind bat as not to know where the gun U 
pointed I I bold right on sod keep the gun movlog, and that 
carries the shot sidewise." 

“ But I do that and don’t kill more than half the time; nor 
even that often on bird* crossing quickly or at any considerable 
distance.’’ 

“ Abt but yon stop the gun." 

“ No, I’m careful to keep It moving." 

“ Bnt you atop It without knowing It." 

“ WeU now I reckon I know well enough what I do. Cant I 
see as well as you! Am I so blind as not to know as well as you 
whether the gun Is moving or not!" 

“ Well, I’m as good a ahot as you." 

“ And I’m as good a ahot as you. 

“But I've killed to many blr^ and beatMr, So-and-So and 3u- 
and So.” 

“ And to have I, and beat So-and-So and So-and-So." 

“ But I’ve studied the matter." 

“ My fix exactly.’’ 

Now how are we to get any light on such a subject 1 Tbe more 
witnesses we call the greater the clamor, but the testimony 
amounts to the same thing. The evidence la nearly balanced 
and those who would like to learn wbat to do know not which 
side Is right. 

Well knowing that there would be such a conflict I called In 
tbe only arbiter that could be obtained—mathematics. My 
experience bad always been that for awllt birds crossing at any 
considerable distance the lateral motion of the gun was generally 
Insufficient to carry the shot to them. I bad learned to shoot by 
always holding on, and bad been compelled to change this method 
In order to do good work on long shots. I did not venture how¬ 
ever to offer my experience aa evidence, but offered wbat wm far 
better. I am oo mathematician and therefore may make an 
error; bnt tbe proper way to answer me Is to show where the 
error la, and not Indulge In a sneer at matbematics generally. 
When any profeaslonal mathematician says I am wrong I shall 
bow to bis decision, but even then mathematics will be the only 
umpire, and can never be overborne by the contempt of “ prac¬ 
tical” men, men who arrogate to themselves the exclusive right to 
trim tbe “lamp of experience.’’ Will “Schneider" deny that 
the science that weighed and located to within a fraction of a 
degree the place of tbe planet Uranus before ever the telescope 
waa turned upon R, that calculated Its orbit and told Its place 
among the stars for centuries back, (which proved correct on 
looking over old charts upon which It had 91 times been located 
as a fixed star) that science which has unravelled the mlghtleet 
mysteries of the universe with a certainty equal to tbe laws of 
the nnlverse themselves, can predict the path of a projectile 
acted upon by two given lorcesl Cannot tbe science that can 
trace the path of ao Invlslblo world millions of miles away, acted 
upon more or less by the attraction of a doxen other world* whlz- 
xlng through the outer lines of space, tell u* a little more about 
the path of a bullet than the purblind eye* of any of us! The 
path of a projectile acted on by only two forcesrla as simple a 
problem of matbematics as surveying a field or measuring the 
height of a an object whose distance Is known. Quarrel with ray 
figuring If you choose, but corrsef fl Instead of running to the 
well worn rat-bole of the “ practical man ’’ por txcdleiice, that 
“anything can be proved by figures." 

And now, even at the rlidt of boring somebody, I shall try to 
demonstrate more fully wbat I before, out of regard for the read¬ 
er’s patience, left largely to hla own Inference. As before stated, 
1 am no mathematician, and have not a mathematical work to 
which I can refer to within sixty miles, and may therefore make 
some mistakes. But I think the proof very simple if anyone will 
take the pains to follow It.

The motion of the muxxle, therefore Is only about flve feet a 
second In following tbe bird; and tbe sidewise motion of the 
c-barge must positively be determined by (Aul rate of speed and 
not by what It would be If tbe gun were 100 feet long. 

When tbe bird reaches 8 the gun Is fired, “Uking care not to 
atop the gun ’’ as per recelpe of those who say “ hold .’’ We 
shall now get the course of the ball as before by taking the diag¬ 
onal 8, ft, of the right angled parallelogram 2, 8, 6, 6, built upon 
tbe two lines of moUon ft, 6 (corresponding to 6, 7), and ft, 8.

Crossing birds killed at twenty yards bolding on; next bird 
Is at sixty yard^ he travels three times as far as tbe other while 
the shot Is getting to him, and the gun muxxle moves three times 
as slow In following. How do you bit him with that fine choke 
bore tbat shoots so close and with which you make those extra 
long shots! 

ttlb. If tbe gun extended to the bird tbe ball’^path In space 
as It followed the barrel would be a curve. On what other line 
could It reach tbe bird If the barrel were only three feet loogi 
How could It follow a curve without tbe constant action of the 
barrel! And bow could It get started on any straight line to tbe 
left of the curve 1, 9, HI 

When yon answer tbeae I have a few more to propound, but 
will omit them now for brevity. • 

“ But how,’’ It Is asked, ’’ is It that so many aver, they do not 
bold ahead and yet do good shooting!’’ 

The ressons are various. For years I never held ahead and 
yet killed the majority of crossing birds, year In and year out. 
Tbe reason mainly was that I shot entirely In brush, always at 
abort distances, and used a pretty open shooting gun. My atten¬ 
tion was only drawn to bolding ahead by long open shooting, and 
then I found that even In brush, though I might kill by holding 
on, yet I hardly ever missed by bolding ahead. 

But tbe main reason and tbe only one tbat explains the long 
shots made by those who “ hold on’’ as they say. Is tbat the gun 
Is thrown In from behind the bird at a speed much greater than 
would be required In following It, so tbat tbe line of sight over¬ 
takes and passes him. They Are as the sight overtakes tbe bird, 
but the shot don’t get Its direction until after the line of tbe 
axis of the barrel passes tbe bird. This I fully explained to my 
last article, and It is a very effective way where there la an op¬ 
portunity to do It. But it amounts only to holding ahead and is 
not so reliable and practicable tor all kinde (exceptoverbead shots), 
of shooting In brush as well as out and with a rifle (on high 
jumping deer especially) as well as with the shot gun, as a well 
fixed habit of raising the gun In the first Instance ahead of the 
game. On Incoming overhead shots tbe same thing may be done 
by taking a very coarse front sight directly on the bird. This Is 
the beat way to shoot overhead birds with a rifle and la very ef¬ 
fective with the shot gun and generally better than bolding 
ahead. 

I have used tbe bullet throughout In Illustration. The same 
principle applies of course to shot, except that at short distances 
birds will he often cut down by tbe edge of the charge. But for 
any certainty In long shots It Is quite important to hit as nearly 
with I be center of charge as possible. 

The effect of the air In retarding the sidewise motion of bullet 
I have thrown out of consideration, as it amounts practically to 
little or nothing. Any one who bas ever shot a cork out of a pop¬ 
gun knows that on even so light a body the resistance of the air 
amounts to llitle for the first three or four feet. But whatever 
there It In this retardation of tbe side motion of the shut la all in 
favor of holding ahead, as then It will cause no trouble. 

I never have discovered the difflculty some speak of in finding 
tbe right distance to bold ahead with a shot-gun. It was dllilcult 
for me to break tbe fixed habit of holding on, and It bothers me 
yet; but tbe last thingthat bothers me It to Judge tbe right dis¬ 
tance, provided I think to ahoot ahead at all. With the rifle It is 
different. On long shots ills a hard matter to make the ball over¬ 
take the game In a cross run, no matter how you attempt to do 
It, and polling In from behind Is no better than pulling ahead at 
first, and on high bounding deer given you a very poor chance to 
calculate and allow for tbe up and down motion,which you mutt 
do on shots at any considerable distance. With tbe shot-gun on 
ordinary game the difflculty of estimating the proper margin ex¬ 
ists, I believe, almost wholly In the Imagluatluns of those who 
have never tried It. I have known doxens of good shots who 
shoot In that way and never beard one complain of the dlfflculty 
of finding the right distance. All the complaint was that, like my¬ 
self, they would often throw the gun directly on a crossing bird 
and yield to the sudden temptation to pull without shifting It 
ahead. This bas bothered me more than anything In shot-gun 
shooting. For this resson I advised the beginner to praetb-e rais¬ 
ing ahead on all crossing or quartering shots. Instead, on shifting 
the gun ahead afterward. 

There Is one respect In which I think the bold-abesd party have 
tbe advantage. We have tried thoroughly tbe “ bold on” plan 


practically nothing. And sUll more at bU Idea of proving thU 
by his senses I Why, “Schneider,” tbe world abandoned that 
kind of proof In all such matters ages ago. Tou might as 
well try to ran a level or measure a mountain’s height by tbe eye 
as to measnre fractions of a second by any of our senses. But 
this Is one of tbe dlfflculUea of the exclusively “ practical ’’ man. 
He Insists on his senses as tbe umpire in all disputes and de¬ 
nounces everything else as “book lamin’” or “theory.” Not 
only (his, he jumps to the further conclusion that every one that 
usee theory of off Is a theorist oidy, 

I might rest here and say that if such men as Forester, 
Bogardus and others who say “ hold ahead,” are mere theorists, 
then I am content to be classed as a theorist. But I will put 
“ Schneider ” In my place a moment Among your acquaintances 
who bunt with tbe rifle I’ll bet you can find plenty of flrst-rate 
Shota who will swear on a pyramid of Bibles that their favorite 
rifle shoots on a perfectly level line up to “ sixty rod ” using pre¬ 
cisely tbe same sight as for “twenty rod.” Now tell them tbat 
they must be mUtaken, for no rifle has ever shot a ball over 1,000 
feet In a second (that being only inUiai velocity) counted from 
pull of trigger, and that during that second the ball must fall 
sixteen feet by gravitation. See If the answer don’t correspond 
exactly to yours In this case. I’ll bet further tbat tbe same 
person will Insist that with hammers on tbe cap Is the safest way 
to carry a shot gun, and prove It by the assertion tbat If anything 
catches the hammer at half-cock and pulls It back and lets It slip 
Ibst the tumbler will pass tbe sear or ’’ dog ” In Its descent and 
fire the gun. And on all points they will tall back on experience 
and call you a book man if you refer to a single principle. And 
yet they are beyond doubt fine shots and hunters. So goes the 
world. 

And now, as this Is my last word on this point, let me define 
my position that there may be no mistake. I admit that some 
birds may be killed by holding on, but that holding a little ahead 
Is always safe, gener^ly exp^lent, and on long shots may be 
essential with a close sliooting gun. With ao open gun birds may 
be killed at long shot, but the center of tbe charge will generally 
be behind them. T. 8. Vas Dykx.

“Squarb-beaded Nalls,” In a communication to The field of 
March 29, under tbe above beading, adverts to a point on which 
even many admirable shots, who have acquired thoroughly the 
art of bitting birds crossing at any angle, bave wonderfully little 
precise Information. “Square-be^ed Nalls” approaches tbe sub¬ 
ject In the only paactical way, but the data he employs requires 
material modification. He assumes tbe time of flight of the shot 
as one-tenth of a second (or forty yards, and tbe rate tbe bird flies 
at as sixty, or forty miles an hour. Wore tbe former correct, the 
elevation which is given to shot guns to compensale (or tbe (all 
of the shot by the action of gravity should be two Inches only (or 
forty yards, whereas the ordinary elevation (or that distance is 
from nine to ten Inches, corresponding to a time of flight more 
than twice as much; and in the great majority of instances, game 
birds will be found to fly much slower than the rates indicated. 

I have taken considerable pains to ascertain the time of Right 
of No. ft shot (272 pellets in an ounce), from a 12-gauge breech¬ 
loader, with charges of U ox. and 3 drs. powder (both weighed) 
with the usual wads, the target being at forty yards exactly from 
tbe muxxle of the piece. Tbe result obtained was oue-flfth of a 
second very nearly ('204 second), which may be taken as tbe basis 
for tbe calculation with this charge and sixe of shot. The mean 
rate of flight of grouse or partridges, early In tbe season, cer¬ 
tainly does not exceed twenty-five miles an hour. If it bo quite 
so much, and at this rate a bird will pass over seven feet four 
Inches In one-Bfth of a second, so that to Insure hitting one cross¬ 
ing full tbe sportsman must fire that distance In front of It. 

As a bird may cross at any distance, however, the allowance In 
front, as expresUd In feet, will vary with Its distance from the 
sportsman; but it he attempt to estlmaie these differences In par¬ 
ticular Instances In the field, and to regulate his tiring thereby, 
he will find himself In hopeless confusion. If, however, be has 
acquired the habit of moving the gun forward the proper angle, 
this will be avoided; If, for example, tbe bird cross twenty yards 
off, as shot requires very little less than half the time to travel 
twenty yards that it takes to go forty, when the shot reaches the 
bird It can only bave advanced half the distance It could bave 
done at forty, and the angle Is the same in both cases By mov¬ 
ing the gun forward the requisite angle, therefore, birds at any 
distance, not only within forty yards but even considerably be¬ 
yond It, will be brought fairly witblu the killing circle of shot 

These remarks apply to grouse or partridges early In the sea¬ 
son ; later on, when they are older and have been frequently 
fired at, (or when driven they may require between nine and ten 
feet allowance In front, and. If passing down wind, even more. 
When crossing at angles beyond a right angle, or approaching 
the sportsman at angles less than a right angle, allowances must 
be made proportional to the sines of the angles, and be must 
judge of the amount required In tbe particular case by the part of 
the bird presented to him at the time. These principles may be 
reduced to practice In tbe following manner. Draw a line hori- 
xontally on a wall, flve or six feet from tbe ground; suppose the 
bird to be In tbe center of this line, and indicate the point by B; 
from B measure off (our distances of Ift. lOln. right and left of it, 
and Indicate them by the nnmbera 1, 2, 8, 4 from B outward; 4 
will be 7ft. 4ln. from B. If a person standing 40 yards from, 
and directly In front of, B Are at that point, the shot will be 
found to cover effectually half the space between B and 1 on 
each side; If be Are at 1, the circle will embrace the space from 
midway between B and 1 to midway between 1 and 2, and so on.

Editor Cbimoo Fiild:— I have been Interested In the con¬ 
troversy now raging In your paper as to the proper way of mak¬ 
ing cross shots. And after having considered the argumenU pro 
and con, my Judgment Is that both sides are right, and I think 
I am an Impartial judge, as I have no pet theory In the mattw, 
and I don’t care whether I hold on or ahead so I bit tbe bird. 
Frank Forester says: “To kill wild fowl cross shoU at long dls- 
unces, going before the wind, you should either keep the gun 
moving In the dlrecUon of the bird’s Bight, nfUr ttu trigger U 
dravH lt you aim directly at your bird, or you must Are from two 
to flve feet In front of the fowl, according to Its dlsUnce and 
rate of locomotion.’’ And 1 have never known him to bo mis¬ 
taken In regard to any matter about which he has written, when 
his knowledge was gained by experience. Van Dyke says bold 
ahesd. Schuelder says bold on. \ an Dyke, when he shoots at 
a cross flying bird, throws his gun ahead of the bird just that 
dlsUnce that bis experience has taught him to be correct; his gun 
Is held motloules^ and be pulls the trigger, and by the tlrne the 
shot are at the point of Inlersectloii, the bird Is In the midst of 
them and falls dead, riddled by the center of the charge.

inon the theory that he follows Forrester’s advice, and keeps the 
gun moving afUr the trigger Is drawn. If, however. In shooting 
at fast flying birds at forty yards, be stops his gun as soon « the 
eye tolls him the bird Is covered, I do not think he would kill 
one In twenty. This must be the solution of the question. If 
two men are shooting, and two teal at forty yards are going 
down wind at the rate of sixty miles an hour, and one man shoots 
at one of them, holding five feet ahead, and kills It, and the other 
holding on kills his bird, and they are both struck with the cen ter 
of the charffey the logical coocluelon te that their guns occupied 
the same relative position to the birds at the moment when 
they pulled the trigger. If this be true, tbe only quesUon Is 
which Is the better way! I think It Is easier to learn to make 
cross shots by following the bird unUl It Is covered and then pull¬ 
ing the trigger, than to learn to gauge the dlsUnce you should 
hold ahea^ Ton naturally follow a fast flying bird with peator 
rapidity than a slow one. and your gun at the ut^ time of 
Bring would be farther ahead of the fast flying bird. There Is 
one serious objection to thto theory, and that Is, you can’t put It 
Into prACtlce In covert shooting; you can’t follow a woodcock In 
a wUlow thicket to any great extent. Yon see them but a mo¬ 
ment and shoot ahead or below or above them, not seeing them 
but guessing where they will bo when the shot geU to them. My 
conclusions are that lor open shooting, the bold on theory la pr^ 
ferable, that Is coupled with the gun moving after the trigger U 
drawn. That lor covert shooting yon should hold ahead.

At len^h we reecbel the vlllege, eod, on fctinlog the Inte¬ 
rior, I found my other borne plekeM under e tree, my eeoond 
cook buey getting reedy aome broth, end my two greyhounds 
looking diggers et lonumereble Tlllige perlshe which eet on their 
beuncbee et e reepectfnl dieteoce, wistfully regerdlng the soup- 
pen, end every now end then breeking Into e chorus of dlscordent 
yelpings. 

After e short telk with the hesd vlllege ofRclels end some food 
off we sterted sgein—tbe dogs being led In dips by one men, 
eoother cerrylng my rifle, end my syce, or groom, reedy to bold 
my home on sighting geme. We bed to go ebout four miles to 
the beet jpound for bleck bock, ss the entelope Is femlllerly 
celled. Helf wey we pessed e cenel, whose bsnks were bordered 
with trees, wherein disported themselves hundreds end hundreds 
of monkeys, pisying every ooocelveble trick on eecb other thet 
monkey Ingenuity could devise. As we epproeched some bushy 
gress jungle I sew meny peefowl steding ewey, end from e lerge 
mersh, or “ jbeel ” rose e flock of geese. A little further on out 
got e floe fox with e whiek of his brush. A view bolloe end 
weve of my erm were the signets for slipping tbe dogs, end 
they come flying pset me es I gellop efter reyn^. Whisk I goes 
his brush, end be hes snetcbed himself from their very jews. 
Now they heve him! No; they miss him, end roll over end over. 
Agsin end egsin be seems ectnelly In their jews, end egein end 
e^n does he sevo his becon, Now dodging this wey, now thet, 
end heving in his mind’s eye e snog little piece celled home 
which he would be very gled to reecb just now, foxy Is getting 
very much done, but so ere the dogs. One more tom; enother; 
end, like e flesh of lightning his brush diseppeers with e feeble 
whisk of triumph, down en eerth, et the mouth of which his 
beflled foee lie down; done to e turn. Well done, foxy; gled yon 
escspedi A wonderful fellow to dodge is en Indlen fox, end e 
very severe course he gives. He Is not hunted, es he cennot 
stood up long before bounds. Tbe jsckel tekes bis piece. 

A sudden ezclemetlon from my syce stopped ras, eod I sew 
coming towerd me a lerge herd of entelope, heeded by one very 
floe buck with long spirel boms of perheps ebout 33ln. or 341o. 
long—e good length for the pert of the country where I wes; 
though ebout tbe Feroxepore country they sometimes run to 
28ln. (measured straight from base to tip end not along tbe 
spirel curve). Knowing that entelope always make their point, 
end seeing thet these would pees directly across me, I jumped 
off my horse, throwing the reins to my syce and advanced In the 
original direction without stopping. On they came et en easy 
center every now end then bounding high Into tbe sir, ell four 
feet together, perhaps ebout thirty of them, of which six were 
bucks. I singled out tbe best hmid, which was thet of the lestl- 
Ing buck, eod es be crossed my line at one hundred end twenty 
yards tried herd to cover him; but be kept bobbing end bounding 
so thet I could not. A loud whistle, however, brought him to a 
steady canter again, end, aiming three feet In front of him, I 
sent e bullet through his shoulders, dropping him In bis tracks. 
A (ittick shot with my second barrel clean missed enother buck, 
end sent the herd flying In ell directions. I tossed my hunting 
knife to my men to (perform tbe mysterious rite of “hsi-lel,” 
which simply consists In cutting the enlmsl’s throat, without 
which no go^ Mussnlmen would eat any of the flesh; end, after 
having bed this buck cleaned, we got two men from tbe nearest 
village, end sent It beck slung to e pole between them. A good 
buck It was, eod e pretty,shot. In high spirits off we started 
again. 

1 suppose we must heve gone fully two miles before we tgelu 
sighted geme In tbe shape of bock, though smell herds of does 
were plentiful; but et length s black form In tbe distance became 
apparent, end we made for It. It proved to be a fair buck, but 
wes very restless. These entelope, living, sa they do. In tbe 
open country, often without e bu^ or tree for miles round, ere 
eocostomed to see men working In the flelds round eod ebout 
them ell day. The flelds In tbe plains of Indie heve no fences, 
so the buck can range et will over vest tracts of land planted 
with corn, grain, mustard, &c. It sees natives so constantly 
close to It, eod can trust so perfectly to Its own powers 
of speed—no dog being able to come near It—that If not shot et 
it becomes almost careless of the presence of men. Hence, by 
feigning to be a native, putting on native clothes, pretending to 
be weeding In the flelds stooping to gather grass, end so ed^ng 
In closer eod closer, or by walking round end round, grednally 
narrowing the circle, or by driving a herd of oxen past It, or fol¬ 
lowing behind a country cert driven near It, by all these means 
can It be epproeched; but tbe hunter must always beer In mind 
one thing, never to look direct et It nor to atop, for so surely «a 
he does either, the suspicion of the animal will be aroused. 
Bnck-shootlog, In my estimation. Is Inferior to other shooting. In 
that the huuter Is always before tbe eyes of the game; It sees 
him end lets him approach, nor deems treachery nigh till from 
under thet native cloak twin tubes appear, followed by a flash and 
sometimes by a curious sensation amongst Its ribs, whereas with 
other sorts of game tbe hunter has to do all be knows to keep 
out of reach of eye or ear of tbe game, and be knows that if he 
be detected It will bolt at once. This inferiority, notwltbsUnd- 
Ing, buck-shooting requires considerable practice and dexterity, 
and also pretty straight shooting. It the anlmaly are at all wild; 
and the novice who thinks to go out day after day and bag his 
two or three bock, will very often come beck without one. A 
greet amount of patience, too. Is needed successfully to dog a 
restless bleck buck, so as eventually to get within shot. I have 
often followed eod dogged a line bead for a whole day, and after 
all never got a shot. 

But to resume. Tbe buck we had now sighted was a wary old 
fellow of the moat suspicious sort Nothing that I could do would 
Induce him to let me get within shot He led me a three-mile 
dance over all sorts M ground; and whenever I was getting 
within shot, would take one of Us annoying llftle runs for three 
hundred or four hundred yards further on. The sun and heavy 
going were beginning to tUI on me, when en accident favored 
me. As be ran along tbe edge of a cotton plantation a native 
suddenly put bis head up with a about, which so astonished our 
friend that be Involuntarily bolted toward me abont tUrty or forty 
paces, bringing himself thus within a hundred end seventy yards 
of my rifle. S^og his mistake, he then swerved off; but It wes 
too late, eod aa the Express spoke he toppled over with a broken 
foreleg. Instantly recovering Umself, however, he went ewey at 
a pace which only those would credit who have seen a broken¬ 
legged bock travel. Looking around aoxlouely for my dogs, I 
perceived them with my horse abont a mile In the tear. I am 
afraid I used bad language. Waving ray handkerchief furiously 
to beckon them, I rushed toward them, and at last reached them, 
though each moment seemed an age. Meantime the bock was a 
speck In tbe dUUnee In that vast pUln. Away we flaw toward 
him, my horse doing all he knew et a mad tearing gallop; tbe dogs, 
wildly excited, bounding alonpide, but as yet a^ng no prey. A 
yawning Irrlgatloa dyke saddsnly Interpol; but there was no 
time for thought or stopplag. Into or over It most be, and thank 
goodnaas It provsd to m tlm latter, and with trash energy we 
sped along. At each idrfde *e neared the bock, who, evidently 


thinking himself not pursued,was taking matters easily, stopping 
now andehen. At length fiom a rlM in the ground U>e dogs’ 
keen eyes caught sight of him, and with a shriek from myself 
away they flew, leaving my horse and myself aa If standing still. 
It was a case of bellosra to mend srltb that good steed. The buck 
soon saw how matters stood, and "legged” It In line style, but to 
DO purpose, for of what avail could It be with Blneakin and Myrtle 
on his tracki As they gained on him he twisted and doubled 
like a hare; but at last BlneaUn's fanp were Brmly In his hanneh, 
and the gallant buck was pulled down to rise no more. They had 
killed him by tbe time I arrived on thtf scene. A strong grey- 
bonnd’s bite Is no child’s play when hla blood Is up. These dogs 
take just as readily to coursing buck as they do to bare, and are 
Invaluable assistants, as without them many a wounded buck es¬ 
capes to die a lingering death. When my man at last arrived we 
cleaned the bock and " pressed” two more vlllagert to carry tbe 
buck back while we went on In search of more adventures. This 
last bock bad boms of twenty-live Inches long, a very good length 
for this part of India. We went easily along till we came to a beau¬ 
tifully shady clump of mango trees, where we refreshed the Inner 
man—the everlasting " bubble-bubble” of course going tbe round 
amonpt the niggers aa a wind-up. Ob, baccy 1 what power thou 
bast to soothe, strengthen and charm. No wonder that all nations 
are subject to thy sway. Ever pleasant, still thou art most wel¬ 
come after the mid-day luncheon, after the tollAf a successful 
morning’s sport, and through thy blue clouds what visions do we 
conjure up of still further success In futwro t 
I IStartIng again, we came across a large marsh partly dried op, 
but at tbe further eod of which I thought I saw something re¬ 
markably like geese; so, exchanging my rifle for tbe shot-gun, I 
caotlonriy made my way up toward them, and the result was 
two barrels Into the “ brown ” of them as they rose, two falling 
to the shots and another after they had gone a little distance. 
Qood luck; but unfortunately the shot disturbed a large flock of 
coulan, hitherto unseen, and they took wing. These birds are 
well worth shooting, both for their delicate flavor and also for 
the beautiful featbers near the tall, which are In great request 
for decorating ladles’ hats. Coulan are very wary birds, and 
bard to approach; and, standing as they do such a height above 
the ground, they can see for a long distance round on level 
ground. 

Mounting my horse again and going slowly on, describing a 
circle toward home, I saw an old boar emerge from some jungle 
and trot sulkily across tbe open. How my Angers did Itch for a 
spear. The ground was perfectly rideable, all the circumstances 
were favorable; but where, oh, where was the spear? just like my 
luck. I gave tbe old boy a view halloa, which made him quicken 
bis pace, and I soon lost sight of him. 

We next came to a sandy, open plain with scrubby bushes 
round Its edges, and In some places long grass—a likely place for 
sand grouse; and the result verifled my expectations, three and a 
half brace of these birds soon being added to my bag, together 
with a smaller bustard. I might have got more, but was anxious 
for another shot at antelope, which, however, I did not see much 
chance of getting; so on we went, passing through two large 
villages, the picture of neatness and peaceful quiet, and sweeter 
than most Indian villages, which, aa a rule, are woeful trials for 
the olfactories. The women were gathered round the well draw¬ 
ing water, and no doubt, after tbe custom of the sex, discussing 
the latest gossip. (By the way, what wonderful flgures these In¬ 
dian women have, and how well they hold themselves 1 Is It 
from constantly carrying pitchers of water balanced on their 
heads? Certainly there Is a grace In their carriage and move¬ 
ment which Is but too often conspicuous by Its absence In other 
and more civilised races.) The men were lolling about In differ¬ 
ent directions as usual, blowing the women to do the water¬ 
drawing work. I Inquired of one of them If be knew of the 
whereabouts of any buck, and, after hesitating for a bit, and eye¬ 
ing me to see if I seemed a ferocious or a mild “ Feringhee,’’ he 
said he knew of some, and would take me to them; so tbe dusky 
one, under promise of “ baksheesh,” trotted alongside some two 
miles out to a mustard Held, into which he said be saw a herd go 
and lie down that morning. I did not much believe him, but we 
formed line, and In we went. There seemed hardly covert enough 
to shelter a jackal, much less a buck, but sure enough half way 
through op sprang a good buck almost at my feet, followed by 
another and another, and a lot of does—very perplexing work to 
know which to aim at and unsteadyIng; but, singling out one, 
1 shot him as with a shot-gun, putting my rifle up to my shoulder, 
and rolling him over like a rabbit. Another shot with my other 
barrel mined a good buck and killed a doe beyond, for which I 
was very sorry, as I never shoot at does. Tbe buck- had a fair 
head of 23in., and was a very large one. Tbe largest bucks have 
by no means always the largest horns. 

This was good enough to wind up the day’s entertainment, as 
I had still a long gallop before me to reach camp; so off I set 
to my fortified village, where, baring changed horses, and given 
orders for the buck, etc., to be bron^t Into camp on the morrow, 
I started on my homeward ride, reaching the river after a glori¬ 
ous gallop just after sunset. The fording was accomplished this 
time without much dlfflculty except a ducking to myself, and I 
reached camp In time to enjoy a good dinner at mess, and a 
good cigar after mess, with a chat with my Jldiu Achatm on the 
events of as jolly a day’s sport as I ever remember to have bad 
during my sojourn In the “ shiny ” East.—M arttn, in London 
ruLd. 


The Oldest Club In America. 


Black Hills. 

Editor Chicago Firld:— Tour article In your issue of May 
24, where Keokuk, Iowa, boasts of the oldest shooting club In 
America, organised In 1858, It true. But I must correct an error 
In your artide In regard to tbe badge won In May, 1858, at I was 
one of the shooters and won tbe badge on that day, and the old 
records will show It, and tome of the members live In Keokuk to¬ 
day, and will bear me out In my ssserttona 

Allow me to give yon a history of this club. It was organised 
and formed under the leadership of an. old English man (Ck>d 
bless him, be died several years since), his name was James Tas¬ 
ker, and In the early days of Keokuk, be was a brlckmaker by 
tra^ and went out shooting Sundays Into Illinois, just across 
tbe river, and brought home soma forty to fifty chickens, and, like 
a genuine sportsman, gave them to hts friend Well, as 1 have 
an appetite for hunting, I got acquainted with the old man; he pro¬ 
posed baring a bunt with him, but found as Sunday was hla day, 
I d^ned; for If anything will make a hunter tremble In bis 
boots. It la when an old farmer comes out and finds him shooting 
In his flsld on the Sabbath and orders him away. 

Well, ’Tasker and Tom Bowden, and Edwin, and some other 
English sports concluded to form a club. Well, as I was luvlted 
to join them I did so to help pay expenses sad see some line 
English shooting. Ws, In May, 1888, with aome pigeons pro- 
cursd by your correspondent from St. I^ols left the city, and only 
a few spectators, with a spring trap made with a piece of hickory 
wood, commene^ abootlng for the, I suppose, first badge shot for 
In the United Sutes. We had our rules and regulations In due 
form, and the abootlng commenced at ten birds each, and after 
shooting a few shots Tom Bowden withdrew, so did A. Edwin 
and oui^ for John Stannns and Jas. Tasker were ahead, and 


finally tied on tan each. Well, we took a recess for half an 
hour, and as Tssker and Stannns had tied they would shoot, off, 
first miss out Well, as Edwin was an old “ Cockney,’’ be at 
ones commenced showing his smartness and took a young bird 
from the box and put It In the trap, and when called on to pull, 
did so, but the bird went up and Tasker missed It. I told " ‘T” If 
be could retrieve tbe bird be might call It a dead bird, although 
not a shot mark was on It In my opinion. However, Tasker 
failed to retrieve It Then came Stannns’ turn to shoot Well, 
old " Ed the trapper,” as we used to call him, selected an old 
blue pigeon for " B,” but at the word pull, the bird fell. Tasker 
was tbuoderstmek and sat down, and “ wept,” saying be had 
come to America and taught tbe Yankees to shoot, and now was 
best by them. Well, we thought that was not the Brat time for 
the Tsnkeea to beat them. 

Well, If you will pardon me I will give you a small history of 
tbe old Keokuk Club and badge which was won by and deliv¬ 
ered to John Stannns In May, 1868, by defeating his English 
friends. 

The by-laws of the club allowed the badge to remain In 
the ban^ of the champion until beat at any time In tbe year. 
Stannus held tbe badge for over two years, and delivered It to tbe 
club, and It changed bands several times, but only tbe champion 
held It for a few months, until It came Into tbe hands of this 
mao Tom '* Bowden,” an Eogllaman. We called a match by bis 
consent, and sent to Chicago for wild pigeons, and they arrived 
In due time. He declined shooting, and, contrary to the rules, 
held the badge, and tbe shoot came off at twelve birds each. 
Stannus killed twelve. Then the club called a meeting and 
expelled Bowden from tbe old Keoknk Shooting Club. This Is 
a true history of the oldest club In America, and your corres¬ 
pondent beat tbe English that time. (I suppose ^wden and 
bis friends wrote that to the CUpptr.) For evidence of my state¬ 
ment write to Don Robinson, of Keokuk, or Martin Bergb, aa 
they were present when Bowden was expelled from the club for 
not delivering op the badge according to tbe rules of tbe old 
Keoknk Club. As I have ^n absent from all shooting I suppose 
Bowden thought It would be a fine thing to have some of his 
friends write to tbe Clipper that he was tbe first champion shooter 
In the United States. 

Tbe old Keokuk Club procured another badge made of gold, 
and when jrour correspondent came home from the Black Hills in 
1876, he won lt,but on Christmas day another match came off and 
A. Bridges captnred It. But that man Bowden never can be¬ 
long to that club. 

While I am In this wild country I can see what Is going on all 
over tbe United States, for the pen is mightier than tbe shot-gun, 
yon bet. Please excuse so much writing. 

Will give you account of my deer bunt last Fall, and tell you 
how hunting Is here. Iron Clad.

(In Its presence and movements In the East 1 have made few 
observatlon^ and know nothing beyond the genera Items, famil¬ 
iar to all sportsmen who, with good reason, consider the upland 
plover, or grass plover, as a prime game bird, wild and dWttcult to 
secure, Iwst hunted from a carriage, and capital for ‘ke Uble It 
Is said to breed from the Middle dlstrlcU, as lo Illinois and 
I'cnnsylvania, northward. The principal shooting Is done In 
August anil September, as the birds move southwanl by the end 

of the latter month. . .k 

In most pirts of the West, between the Mlsibslppl and the 
Uocky Inountaln^ this tattler, commonly known as the prairie 
DigcOii,” Is exceedingly abundant during the migrations more 
so than I suppose It to lie In settled portions of the country. In 
Texas I am told. It occurs In flocks “of thousands.” In Kansas, 
during the month of May, It migrates In great numlnrs, being 
scattered over the prairies everywhere, and Is so Ume that It may 
be destroyed without the slightest artltlce; I have seen it just 
escape being caught with the crack of a coach-whip. P»*«|n« 
northward. It enters Montana, Dakota, low* and .Mlnne^U the 
same mouth. About the middle of .May It reaches the latitude of 
Fort Randall, with great numbers of golden plover and Esqui¬ 
maux curlew flecking tlie prairies everywhere. IU brewing 
hablU may lie studied with perfect success In northern Dakota, 
where it U the im»st abundant of all Ihewaderts. «e can hcircely 
eros® a piece of pnilrle» or travel a mile aloiiR the roads any where 
without seeing It. Iu gentle and unsuspicious ways, IU ®[euder 
sod graceful shape, and the beauty of lu markings, are all alike 
attractive, while the excellence of lU flesh Is another point not 
less Interesting, but less favorable for the bird. Too many are 
destroyed at this season when they are pairing, for few can resist 
the tempting shots, as the birds step along the road-side or sUnd ■ 
erect In the scanty grass, gazing at the passing vehicle with mis- 
iilaced conHdence, By the end of May those that are to breed 
further north have passed on, while the remainder have paired 

and are about lo neat. ' 

A® w.K)n a8 they are niatc<i the pair® keep close c )mpanyi being , 
rarely bevond each other’s call.andoftcuest seen rambllcg together 
through the grass. At such times they seem very slender, as In¬ 
deed thev are, overtopping the scanty herbage with their long, ; 
thin necks, swaying continually In graceful motiou. Their ordin¬ 
ary note at this, as at other seasons, is)a long-drawn, soft, mellow I 
whistle, of a peculiarly clear, resonant quality; but beside this, , 
they have a note peculiar, I believe, to this period of their lives. 
This Is a very loud, prolonged ci^r, sounding more like the , 
whistling of the wind than a bird’s voice; the wild sound, which I 
is strangely mournful, Is geuerally uttered when the bird, just i 
alighted, holds IU wings for a moment perpendicularly, before ' 
adjusting them over lU back. It la frequently beard In the night, 
all through the breeding seasou, and U. I think, one of the must . 
remarkable outcries I ever heard. There Is yet another note 
that the Ultler utters, chiefly when disturbed breeding; this is a 
harsh-scream, quickly and often reiieated, much like that given 
by other waders under the same circumstances. 

In noirhern DakoU the eggs are mostly Isld by the Mcond 
week In June; the time is quite consUut; and, so far as I know, 
only one brood Is raised each year. The nest, like that of other 
birds hreedlug on the open prairie, is hard to And, as there Is 
nothing whatever to guide a search, and the herbige of the 
prairie, flimsy a* It usually Is at this seaaoo, la sulllcleut to hide 
the variegated egga which assimilate with the colors of their Bur- 
ruundinga. The nesting is quite similar to that of the curlews 
and g(KlwtU. 1 have found nesU on the open prairie without 
landmarks; hut, perhaps, oftener they arc placed In the vicinity 
of pools and sloughs, or along the edge of a piece of woods— 
always, however. In an open apot. The female Is a close setter, 
and will suffer herself to be almost trodden upon before she 
will quit her charge—Indeed nesU are oftenest found by the flut¬ 
tering of the female from under one’s feet. Early lu Incubation 
she Kiierally flies to a little dlttauce and reallgbts, walking leis¬ 
urely about the grass; but U the eggs he far advanced she Is 
more solicitous, and will feign lameness. In hope of drawing at¬ 
tention from the nest. The male soon joins her, and the pair 
hover low of the ground, flying slowly around with Incurved 
wings, uttering their cries of distress; and aa aeveral pairs are 
usually nesting wlibing hearing, they, too, become alarmed, and 
the general clamor la continued until the Intruder withdraws. 
The scene Is much the same aa when the breeding places of the 
curlews, wlllels, orgodwlta are Invailed. 

The nest Is flimsy—merely a few straws to keep the eggs from 
the ground, In a slight depression. The eggs are ordinarily four 
In number, as usual among waders. The numerous specimens I 
^ have collected are somewhat noUbly constant In character, both 
Ilf size and coloration. In dimensions they range from 1.90 by 
i .flO Inches, to 1.70 by I.aa, averaging about 1.75 by 1.2k. The 
ground Is pale clay-color, or a very light drab—aonietliiies the 
palest possible creamy-brown—with scarcely a shade of olivaceous. 
They are spotted all over, but much more thickly at the larger 
end, wlUi rather small, sharp, surface marklnga of umber-hrown, 
overlaying a siiialler iiuinbjr of purpllah-gray iholl markings. 

I lowever thickly they may bo sprlnkl^ the spots are rarely, If 
ever, conflueut Into masses of any slae, the largest I have seen 
not exceeding the diameter of a pea. These larger blotehea are 
Irregular lu (xintour, but t^je smaller ones are mostly rouoded. 

Young birds are abroad late In June—curious little efeaturoa, 
timid aud weak, le<l about by their anxloua parenta, soUcltoua for 
thalr well-fare, and ready to engage In the moat unequal con- 
teata tn their behalf. When half grown, but aUll In the down, 
the little crealuroe have a curloualy, clumsy, top-keavy look; their 
legs look disproportionately Urge, like those of a young colt or 
calf, and they may be caught with little difficulty, as they do not 
run very well. I once happened upon a brodid, perhaps twn 
weeka old, rambling with their mother over the prairie. 
8be sounded the alarm to scatter her brood, but not before I had 
uenred one of them In my band. I never saw a braver defence 


attempted than was made by thU atrong-hearted though power¬ 
less bird, who, after eEhaiutlng her artlllcea lo draw roe In pur 
suit of herself, by tumbling about as If desperately wounded, and 
Wing panting with ouUtretched wings on the grass, gave up hope 
of taviog her young In this way, and then almost attacked me, 
dashing cloae up and retreating again to renew her useless on¬ 
slaught. 8he wa* evidently Incited to unusual courage by the 
' sight of her little one struggling In my band. At this aomny 
' ftage the young birds are white below, finely mottled witli black, 
white, and rich brown above; the feet and under maudlble are 
light colored: the upper mandible la blackish. 

Although these tattlera are generally dUperaed over the pralrloa 
during the Summer, yet they effect particular spots by prefer- 
I eoce. Away from the river valleye, such apoU are the uuineroai 
1 depresalooa of rolling prairie, often of groat extent, which are 
moist or even watery at some aeaaooa, and whore the vegeUtlon 
' te most luxuriant. Hero they gather almost Into colonies. Rid¬ 
ing Into some such spot In July, when the young blr^ are helug 
\ led about by their parenta, some old bird more watchful than the 
I rest, or neareat to the person approaching, glvoa the alarm with a 
loud outcry, the young scatter aud bide, and all the old birds are 
I soon on wlug; hovering In the air, often at a great height cross¬ 
ing each others path, and coasleaaly vociferating their displeasure. 

I have often sdhu a dozen or twenty overhead at once, all from a 
I little spot only a lew acres In extent. Later In the aimaon, when 
I all the summer's broods are on wing, they make up into Docks, 

I often of great extent, aud old and young together aaaume the or- 
I dlnary routine of their lives. They leave these northern regions 
' early. 1 saw none after the fore part of September. 

' The food of the Uttler la mainly insect^ especially grasshop¬ 
pers of which they must devour enormoue quantities In the ag¬ 
gregate They also feed on other amall animal substances, as 
well as upon various berries. I have found them very well cou- 
ditioned even In the Spring, and In the Fall they ^ow surpris¬ 
ingly fat. They are a tender and well-flavored bird. Being so 
delicate, they are easily killed, dropping to a touch of the flneet 

***There Is but little difference In the plumsge of these birds at 
any season, and their size Is also quite consunt. The sexes are 
not dlailngulshable by any outwanl marks (though the female 
ntfraaa slightly larger than the male), and the young closely re¬ 
semble the parents upon their flrst complete feathering. In 
measuring a great number of fresh specimens, I found the length 
to varv only from IL.^O to 12.75; the extent, 31.50 to 3J1.00; the 
wing,’ll.35 to 7.00; the Ull Is about 3.00; the tarsus about 1.75; 
the bill, 1.00 to 1.25, measured along the culmen. 


The Aiierochs. 
{Dot Vrtu.) 


The auerochs, like the elk,had centuries ago a wide dUtrihutiou 
all over Germany and eastward beyond Transylvania aa lar aa the 
kaukasus. The destruction of the extensive forests, however, 
formerly covering these vast regions caused the gradual extinc¬ 
tion of this noble species, which would have been completed If It 
hart not not been checked by special decrees on part of the rulers 
of Poland and Russia, In virtue of which the forests of Blalowleza 
111 the Lithuanian province of Grodno were set aside as a reserve, 
where the aueroch now thrives like the elk In the wilds of 
northeastern Prussia In the neighborhood of the so-called Kurlsche 
Half. The forest of Blalowleza has, according to the estimates 
of von Brlncken, Its chief superintendent, a length of seven miles, 
and embraces a territory of aliout twenty-Uve geographical miles. 

It lies all Isolated In a great plain surrounded by villages, hamlets 
and treeless heaths, a miniature modern picture of the ancient 
Gfrmaolc forwU we read of In the deacriptioua by C;esar and 
Tacitus. That there are bean, wolve^ lyniee within Its recesses 
Is signlllcant to this Impenetrable sylvan fastness. 

If It were not for many artificially constructed roads and paths 
traversing It In every possible direction It would be Impossible to 
penetrate It anywhere, since a dense second growth covers every 
available foot of It, even where the larger trees are far apart. 

In certain places where windfalls have played great havoc with 
the great trunks of the forest raona^ch^ not even animals can 
force their way through.. Like In the primitive forests of the 
tropics, thus there reigns lu the forest of Blalowleza a sombre 
I gloom, only Interrupted.here and there where fires have wrought 
devsatatioDS on a greater or leaser scale. These happen most 
' every year,not only on account of careleasuesa of the people about 
I there, but also through lightning during the many severe storms 
' prevailing there. These Area would have proven more destruct- 
' Ivc, and perhaps leveled the whole district. If the larger trees, 
according to Von Brlncken, were not a pracUcsl obstocle to its 
progre8S,8lnce they become charred, but seldom beyond this stage, 
and do not spread the flames, while the combustible underbrush 
tn turn Is quickly consumed. 

Whenever these couflsgratlons assume greater dimensions 
corresponding means are taken to assert their progress, such as 
counter Area, which by consuming the woods all around the 
centra] focus, cause Ita final quenching on account of want of 
fuel. Since these fires last often for several days, their ravages 
may be easily conjectured, though before many decades a rapid 
second-growth covers all of their footrmarks. 

About one-flfth of the soli of the forest consleta of loose sand, 
which accounts for the prevalence of pines above the hardwood 
trees. The latter occur chiefly ou the mol t and dark loamy soil 
near the river Narew, which takes Ite rise from a large swamp 
many miles long near the northeastern terminus of the main 
forest. The hardwood trees consist chiefly of magnificent oaks 
and basawood [linden], birch, alder, aah, maple, elm, poplar and 
willow. Among them are acattered curiously enough some pitch 
plnea, which In Central Europe only grow on higher and dry ele¬ 
vations. 

All of these trees grow Irregularly among the thick under¬ 
brush; beech only Is lacking, to complete the Hat, while colossal 
oaks and lindens are very frequent. These are the general outr 
lines of the forest Itself, which afford sUII an asylum to the last 
representatives of the largest of former European mammals 
against the encroachments on part of mao. It has still the very 
same aspect It had thoutaodi of yesrt ago, and only the artl- 
llclally cut wide roads, which often extend for many miles, along 
with the homes of the resident forestera, give evidence of human 
Interference with this wild domain of nature. 

The village of Blalowtexa Itself Is the focus of all of the hab- 
lUtlons about thU locality. It U situated In the very center of 
the forest along both ihorea of the Narewka, and Is the first 
clsariog sfter a day's march through lbs danse thickets. It con 
Ulna over fifty or atity dwelling houses, a forreatry and a church. 
There are several of these former ettebllshmente scattered here 
and there throughout the heart of the forest Itself. Several vill¬ 
ages are also sitoated near Its sdgs, serving as headquarters to 
snthorlUos of the forest police, sltbougb not strictly pertaining 
to their leg^ boundaries. 

The bouses sre sU built of wood, not even with excepUon of 
the roysl bunting lodge, which wss constructed after Lithuanian 
style by August III. It was hers where the court on Ite annual 
hunts, passed many merry days, and an oballak of twelve feet in 
height, erected by Augnat III. upon a amaD eminence tn tbs 
centra of Blalowtaim village, teiUflea by Ite engravssi descrlp- 
tiona to tbs magnitude of these former pssUrass. One of these 


inicriptiooe, both tn PolUb and German, reads as follows, ** On 
Ibe 37tb of September, 1762, there was e roysl bunt, In which bli 
majesty August III. King of Poland, along with hit royal consort, 
aud hts royal blgbueas, Prioee Xaver, and Prince Charles partlvl- 
-pated. They killed forty-two auerochs, to wit; eleven full grown 
males, of which the largest weighed lOSfl pounde, seven half 
grown animale, eighteen oowe, and six calves. Over end above 
this were slain tlx elks, of which the largest weighed 105U pounds, 
five females and two calves of the same. Including also two roe- 
bucki. Summe, fifty-seven pieces." The queen elone, according 
to von Brincken, killed twenty of the auerochs, both big and 
siuall, without missing a shot. A list of the attendaut courtiers, 
who are mere figure-heads on ell of these ooesslone, follows this 
euumeretlon of geme, et well ee those who were of essential ser¬ 
vice to hag IL It ts In nature of thlogs that these above men¬ 
tioned prizes complete their catalogue lu a forest of the extent 
and Impenetrability like that of Blalowleta. The red deer hat, 
however, disappeared since the last century, which Is probably 
owing more to the poachers than the severity of the winters. Of 
late, efforts have been made toward restocking the territory by 
Importations from the preserves of Prioee Pleat, the prince of all 
German NImroda. The roebuck baa also become greatly dimin¬ 
ished In numbers. There Is, however, stUl a great abundance 
of game birds, locluding the capercalzle, black cock, and red 
grouse, while In sumo of the adjoining lowlands, there are plenty ol 
snlpe^ etc. Of predaceone animals may be enumerated, besides 
the bear, wolf, lynx and wildcat, the marten and fox. Of birds 
of prey there are principally the grey vulture, which pays occa¬ 
sional vlslte from the near by Carpathians, the golden eagle, sea 
eiglo, and the great horned owl (Ubu). 

The dlslribuUou of the auerochs at mentioned above, extended 
formerly from Blalowleia oyer the whole of Central Europe, and 
the animal has been early commented upon by both Roman and 
Greek writers. Arlatotle called It honasut, the rest bison. 
Cwsar Is the flrst to call the bison of the Hercynlan forests the 
urus, with entire omission of referenco to either bison or bona- 
BUS. Seneca and Pliny however recognized the two species as 
separate wild breeds, ol which one la distinguished by Its broad 
horns, the other by the extraordinary strength and swiftness. 
Some Chrlstlau historians affirm over and above this the occur¬ 
rence of tlie two different species In the forests of Germany, and 
they are designated In the famous myth of the NIbelungen as ur 
and wisent. According to the description made by the Cheva¬ 
lier von Herberateln of both bison and ur, hardly any doubt 
would seem to exist couceruiDg their specific difference. Von 
Herhersteln offlctated In the reign of Iwan the Cruel, as Austrian 
ambassador at Moscow, and also for a long time at the court of 
Slglsmuud August of Poland. In bis printed memoirs deUll- 
Ing his sojourn at these courts he refers thus Incidentally to both 
bison and ur. “The Lithuanians call the former suber, theGer- 
maus, however, Incorrectly auerocha, the correct verstfleatlou of 
ur, which resemhlea In deUll any ordinary ochs, whereas the 
blsons are of a far different make up. They have, namely, a 
large mane about the shoulders and neck with a long hoard pend¬ 
ant from the lower jaw; the hair baa the odor of musk, their 
bead Is short, and their forehead broad. The boms are spread 
BO widely, that three stout meu may sit between tliem! aa asserted 
by an experiment made to that effect by the Polish King Slgts- 
mund. The back of them Is somewhat elevated oo account of a 
sort of a bump, while the bind portions are thereby appreciably 
lowered."

‘The ur, In turn,” quotes Herhersteln, Is only found iu the 
province of Mssovia which bonlere Lithuania, and Is called aue- 
rochs by the Gormans. They are true wild catUe, only distin¬ 
guished from the Ume by their dark’color and a light-colored 
Bireak along the back. The number of these animals Is very In¬ 
significant, and there are some villages where they are properly 
herded ; over and above this they are kept In several parks. 
They will cross with Ume cattle, but degenerate thereby, and 
become thus finally eiUnct. King August Slglsmuud presented 
me at the end of an audience, with one of these aoimals, which 
bad been just killed by some hunters." Those descriptions 
of Herhersteln are embellshed by two poor wood cute, with the 
following elucidation: " I am the veritable blaon, whom Poles 
call tuhor,theGermans blBont,the Ignorant ur." The second picture 
explains Itself thus: "I am the ur, called by the Poles tur,by the 
(yerraans auerocha, by the Ignorant blaon.” The cloae of the six¬ 
teenth century, however, seems to have closed the occurrence of 
Herbersteln’s ur, since all later teaymontala lo regard to It are 
vague and uorellable. The differences of names commenced to 
wane when only one species remained which could be at all Iden¬ 
tified, and thus the two antmala became gradually blended Into 
one. 

Bison, wisent, ur and auerocha became all but synonymous, 
while the latter deslgnatlou was adopted as typical. The diffi¬ 
culty, however, did not end there, and the succeeding controver¬ 
sies enumerated among their champlous who malnUIn that there 
are or were, two species, authorities of no less renown than 
Cuvier and Elchwald. It Is owing to the critical Investigations 
of Pusch that wo now possess some definite knowledge In respect 
to this difficulty. This writer opens his batteries upon the re¬ 
spective merits of the earlier authors lo their assumed attitude of 
naturalists. While ArUtoUe, Caaar and Pansanlas derived their 
knowledge from faoU, their opponeuts Seneca, Pliny, along 
with the later Herhersteln, wrote from hearsay, and never made 
any personal observations. The poet of the myth of the Nlbe- 
Inngon deserves, according to Pusch, of hardly lets consideration, 
when speaking of the different wisent and nr, which may m may 
not mean the same thing, expressed In different dialects. The pic¬ 
tures of Herhersteln lose, according to him, all value from the 
facts that bis tur names are, after all, IdenUcal tn the Lithuanian 
dialect, and thus mean the same thing. The long-haired 
buU Is supposed now to represent a very old specimen character 
Ized by an unusual long mane. 

The still remaining type, nays Poach, Is somewhat smaller than 
hIs predecessora, but excels still In ilxe the largest domestic 

CAtUe. 

By eternal aspect It dlflera from the latter by Ite long hatred 
fore parts and a sort of a bnmp behind the ihouldert. resembling 
thereby rather the Amsrtcrui bison, which both BuRoo and Pallas 
regard os a derivation from the inerocha, although without 
sufflclent teaaon for this assumption. On the other hsnd, It bit 
been asserted that the auerochs Is the progenitor of onrdomesU: 
cattle. LInne even arul Gmelln were of the opinion of these 
latter being merely a variety which, according to BnSon, became 
modified Into such on aoconnt of variation of food and differ¬ 
ences In climate. The later researches of Haller have, however, 
proven the specllc IdenUty of the aneroch’a proper, which was 
shortly after coneedsd by all of the most promlnsnt opponents of 
this view, Including Psllaa, GllUbert and Cuvier. The minute 
anatomical InvestIgaUon of Bojanoi have moreover pointed out 
fundameotel dlSeraness bstweeo these two apsolea, which cwnol 
be Mt aside by any aupporteri of their ontty. Tbs akull ()f the 
auerocha differs largely from the domaotto ox by the formation of 
Its occlpnt, the convexity of the forehead, the elevatton ro the 
ridge* of the orbital cavity aa wall as th* shape of the test^ 
Over and above this, It has fourteen pairs of ribs to Hilrtw oi 
the common ox sod ffvs lumber verlahr* to six of the latter.

The student flnds himself emberressed, end exemluellons of 
auecUl nerU es demended In the pursuit of the medlcel tdences, 
li^mo^th unreUeble end unsetlsfectory. George Ebers hes 
depleted In hlsEgypUen romence, Uerde,ln ylvldcolors, the meny 
nreladlces which once existed, even In e country where dead 
bodies. In ecooidence with the customs of the people, were con- 
llnnelly cut open end embalmed. Old Greece end Rome hardly 
fared better. ReUgloos prejudices operated here also antagonis¬ 
tically to sclentlflc medical research, which naturally busies Itself 
In the cutting up, and thereby disfiguring the great masterwork 
of nature, the consecrated temple of the hnman body. The great 
anatomical knowledge, which the Roman physlctan Galenus poe- 
sessed, had therefore been acquired by him by dissection of the 
bodies of doge and monkeys, as Indubitably shown by Vesallus, 

the father of all anatomical science, derived from the knowledge 
of the body of man. When In the beginning of the fourteenth 
century Prof. MondlnL of Bologna, first attempted to dissect a 
SSor7.irpoeesof\tudy, Pope Boniface hurled quickly bis 
Euatoema upon all who would dare to Imlute such a sacrilege. 
Ardent disciples of science, though disregarding their narrow¬ 
minded restrictions, bad to look, however, to tbelr safety, and 
were compeUed to labor In the silence and darkness of the night 
In their hidden Uboratorles, to add to knowledge at the paltry 
expense of the dUflguratlon of some worthless carcasses of con¬ 
demned criminals. Vesallus himself had to suffer many perse¬ 
cutions, and had many charges brought against him ons^ount of 
trying to pursue his path after knowledge, under these then exls^ 
ioK difficulties. Science fortunately no longer finds her paw ob¬ 
structed by any ImpedlmenU grounded upon such prejudices, 
but the dlfficulUes which supervene still to procure objects 
calculated to afford clear demonstraUon, are far from b^ng 
vanished, since Increasing knowledge demands mulUpIlclty. The 
most exact and beautiful preparations manufactured of pap^ 
maeht, glass, or wax are, however, highly unsatisfactory still; 
dried up or Immersed alcoholic specimens are equally defective 
on account of loss of color and reduction of normal shape, and 
the sclentlflc man should above all learn himself to prepare and 
to dlssectfrom the natural life-like bodies. In Urger universities 
there Is perhaps no lack of fresh objects In their anatomical dis¬ 
secting rooms, but their rapid putrefacUon, and often the lmp«- 
slbllltv of attending to them before decomposlUon commencee,de- 
mands a callousness of nervous susceptibilities beyond the power 
of reslsUnce of many a student who would perhaps have othei- 
wise made his mark In the annals of medical science, as Instanced 
in the case of the great naturalist Charles Darwin. Thew clr- 
cumstonces are productive of greater embi^menU sUll In 
smaller colleges, where the students have often to labor for 
weeks without change upon one single object, which has to be 
Injected with dangerous poisons In order to yrest complete dls- 
oiianteaUon. Herr Wlckershelmer, the royal conservator of the 
University of Berlin, has very recently made an Mtonlshlng dis¬ 
covery, which promises to obviate these 

cally revolutionise the present sUte of affaire. He has at last,

Perhaps they will report at last In favor of toe feasi¬ 
bility and propriety of the trifling expenditure, providing It can 
to proven that each prepared specimen may last at least a hund¬ 
red years. The Inventor Is naturally much embarrassed by this 
delay, since he bat expended large sums In bis preparatory ex¬ 
periments, and cannot sell a single specimen, since they may be 
analysed In the hands of an expert chemist, and rob him by be¬ 
coming thus public property of the well-deserved rewards of hU 
toll and pains.—C abus Stehwe In dtr Oarttnlaubf, for Juiu, 
18T9. 


Notes. 

From a popular ledtore by Prof. ZInken, of Lelpsig, on lignite we 
extract the following as Interesting to readers In general. 

The first correct knowledge concerning the origin of coal 
(braun kohle) It due x6 the labors of Valerius Cordus, who died 
at Rome In 1M4. Although later Balthasar Klein, Torellus 8a- 
ruyna and others maintained accurate notions concerning its for¬ 
mation, toe general current of opinion leaned toward mystical 
and abnormal agencies. Some considered coal as having been 
generated by supernatural agencies; others again In tlie same 
manner as all the ordinary surface vegetation. The view In par¬ 
ticular of Its having grown, as It were, from seeds, found many 
supporters, who supposed, as late as 1080, to Judge by toe works 
of Lucas Rhein, that such seeds had soaked gradually through 
from above, and germinated at great depths In the ordinary 
manner, giving rise to all of the enormous deposits of coal. 

Camerius and others, on the otlier hand, atUcked these Ideas 
and maintained that the Creator, upon creating too world, had 
originated by a single fiat all forms of plants and animals, both 
living and extinct. Thus the thousands of fossils In our rocks bad 
no previous history, were not due to any animal agency, and had 
been fashioned like any other ordinary rock or stone out of ele¬ 
mentary Inorganic components. This same view was also enter¬ 
tained by Beutlnger In 11193, who says as follows In bis " Sylva 
Subterranea:” “Since such views [referring to Cordus’rational 
explanations] are both atheistic and ridiculous, no common- 
sense man can agree with them. That beds of coal should to 
old fossilized trees covered over by means of earthy deposits car¬ 
ried along with floods or running water. Is a childlike conception 
whereby these good [leople only expose tbelr ignorance. 
They have probably never visited any mines nor examined any 
mlneras [minerals] since tlielr motives and ratiunes are devoid 
of all foundation." It was reserved to Schenchzer and James 
Hutton as late as 17S5 to set aside all of these existing doubts 
concerning the origin of coal In their clear and comprehensive 
treatises upon this subject, and It seems, therefore, doubly 
strange, that even after this, here and there contrary notions 
could have gained a temporary footing. Thus Fr. Schulze, an 
erudite far-famed clergyman In Halle enlightened the world to 
18itt by his curious supposition that coal bad been priMuced 
from earthy Inorganic debris, such as pulverized mud or rock^ 
which were then meUmorphosed by having become permeated 
with a sulUble quantity of the hydro carbons, such as coal oil, 
naphtha or asphaltun. By later consideration of this mixture, 
aU or the known existing coals could be accounted for. Even 
as last as 1855 Boutlgny maintained, that all fossil coal, with ex¬ 
ception of peat and bituminous woods, had been formed by- 
hydrated carbons, which bad originally existed In the atmos¬ 
phere as steam or in gaseous condition. By being finally con¬ 
densed, they became liquid, next descended, and by subterranean 
admixture turned up as perfect coal. Through such phases 
science had to hew Us way, before reasonable views could make 
any headway and assume the shape of dcflnlte knowledge. Only 
a century ago men of high eminence and reputation were wrang¬ 
ling about problems which now fall to perplex a schoolboy, and 
sub-tituted gravely tlie most mythical,childlike causes to account 
for the everyday phenomena, which now are comprehended by 
the masses of all civilized nations. 

People are at Uines Inclined to view the heated sclentlflc dis¬ 
cussions of the present age as a sign of the Instability or unrelia¬ 
bility of sclentlflc axioms, but they forget that It Is due to these 
very controversies, that we now enjoy the frulU of positive knowl¬ 
edge. We can hardly help smiling in reviewing the curious rec¬ 
ords of past views, but we must take Into consideration the great 
difficulties which existed then to rapid communication of ideas 
along with the low Intellectual standing of people Is general, who 
as a majority were not even taught to read and write. 

Years must have often passed before any new discovery could 
have been made public, and the spread of reasonable views upon 
the everyday phenomena was much Impeded by the prevalence 
of deeply rwted superstitions and the childlike conservative 
leaning toward the miraculous or mystical. Whoever dared to 
raise his voice against the current sentiments was cither execu¬ 
ted, tortured or exorcised. If we measure our hopes for the 
future by the rapid progress, sound scientific views have ms'Je 
within these last fifty years, when the hulk of antiquated rubhteh 
has been entirely swept away, wo might be justlfie<l In the belief 
that we are really approaching with rapid strides the golden age 
of generally diffused knowledge. Only as late as 1727, Reaumur 
widely known by his meritorious physical researches, which are 
yet commemorated upon all complete barometrical Instramente, 
ihouKbt It i»ifo to conceal the name of Peysoonel, for fear that 
his assertion, that corals arc animals and not plants, might de¬ 
stroy hie reputation at the Academy of France. It Is also well 
knw’n how tenaciously Hutton later still held to the same view, 
which has long ceased to find a resting place In any common 
text hook on rclence. This explains also how Cuvier the great 
comparative anatomtat, could actually worship consecrated relics 
asserted lo to bones of the band of some saint, which he recog- 
nlzeil to the contrary as those of the chimpanzee, which had been 
designedly or Ignorantly substituted. Hereditary notions and 
views are perhaps deeper rooted than any convictions we may 
possibly require, while we live, since tbe many centuries back of 
us will extort tbelr due from time to time, even from those whom 
we have reason to otherwise res|*cl for their sagacious IntellecU 
and meritorious lalK.ra In tohalf of human progress.
